thorne  Sewerage  Scheme  now  completed. 

In  addition  to  expressing  my  grateful  thanks  to  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors  for  their  loyal  co-operation  and  valuable  assistance, 
as  well  as  to  the  several  Councils  for  their  continueil  appreci- 
ation of  my  sei  vices,  1 have  to  acknowledge  the  kindness  and 
courtesy  of  the  latter  in  according  me  leave  of  absence  for  a 
month  in  order  to  take  part  as  the  representative  of  this 
Country  in  the  forthcoming  international  interchange  of 
Public  Health  Section  of  the  League  of  Nations.

Phe  combination  then  coni])rised  Maidenhead  Urban, 
Cookham,  Eastham])stead  and  Windsor  Rural  Districts,  later, 
by  a fresh  Order  dated  27th  October,  1922,  WAkingham  Urban 
and  Wokingham  Rural  Districts  w^ere  added. 

Phe  principal  details  of  these  two  Orders  and  sundry  other 
matters  relating  to  the  constitution  of  the  condhued  districts 
as  well  as  the  geological  formation  and  social  conditions  of  the 
area  were  given  in  the  Report  for  1930  at  pages  22-30.

CENSUS. 


The  recent  })nl)]ication  of  tliat  section  of  tJie  Census  of  1931 
w'lncli  relates  to  the  (!ounty  of  Berks  affords  an  opportunity 
of  commenting  u])on  the  growth,  movement  and  changes  of 
po})ulation  that  have  occurred  in  the  East  Berks  Districts 
during  the  intercensal  period  upon  Avhich  the  principal  Public 
Health  Statistics  are  based. 


(1).  Increase  in  population. 

On  the  night  of  20  '27th  A])ril,  1931,  tlie  total  ])opulation 
of  tJie  County  was  311,453  persons  and  of  tliese  88,29!)  were  in 


the  East  Berks  Districts.  Tins  is  an  increase  of  0,404  shice  tlie 
corresponding  period  in  1921  and  expressed  in  ])ercentage 
compares  thus  : —

Wokingham  Borough.  On  tlie  other  hand  Easthampstead 
Rural  District  shevs  a decrease  of  4%,  the  enumerated  popu- 
lation having  diminished  from  18,757  in  1!)21  to  18,010  in  1931, 
although  by  excess  of  births  over  deaths  there  is  a 3.3%  increase, 
migration  accounts  for  a 7.3%  decrease. 

The  actual  po]>ulations  in  the  various  Districts,  Parishes 
and  Wards  are  given  in  a separate  table  in  the  Appendix. 

(2).  Movement  of  Population. 

This  facto]’  has  been  taken  into  account  for  the  first  time 
in  Census  enumeiution  and  affV)rds  a valuable  index  of  the 
residents  and  non-residents  in  any  given  area.  In  the  tables 
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setting  out  tlie  vital  and  mortal  statistics  in  Public  Hoaltli 
Reports  it  will  have  been  noticed  that  corrections  are  made 
lor  “ inward  ” and  “ outward  ” transfers,  i.e.  for  residents, 
temporarily  domiciled  elsewhere,  and  for  non-residents.  For 
convenience  in  tabulation  persons  enumerated  in  the  District 
but  resident  elsewhere  are  styled  oidvvard  ” and  tlvose 
resident  in  the  District  but  enumerated  elsewhere  are  styled 
“ inward  ”,

These  figures  give  an  indication  of  the  number  and  pro- 
])ortion  of  persons  residing  in,  but  not  belonging  to,  the  District 
where  they  were  enumerated  such  as  boarders,  domestic 
servants,  scholars  and  students,  inmates  of  institutions, 
hospitals  and  such  like.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  Table  above 
that  in  the  two  Borouglis  and  Easthampstead  Rural  District  an 
appreciable  proportion  of  the  ]mpulation  reside  outside  their 
own  District  and  that  the  reverse  is  true  for  the  three  rural 
Districts. 

(3).  Demity  of  Population. 

'The  number  of  persons  per  room  is  anotlier  important 
feature  especially  in  regard  to  overciowding,  need  for  Council 
Housing  Schemes  and  the  question  of  liousing  generally. 
In  this  respect  the  Districts  of  East  Berks  compare  favourablv 
v ith  the  conditions  of  the  County  as  a whole,  judging  from  the 
ligures  taken  from  the  Census  and  shown  in  the  following 
table  : — ■ 


TABLE  OF  DENSITY  OF  OCOUPATION. 
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The  Census  standard  of  overcrowding  is  taken  at  “ more 
than  two  persons  per  room.”  From  the  above  table  it  will 
be  seen  that,  in  round  figures,  just  over  three  per  cent,  of  the 
population  of  the  Avhole  country  live  in  a condition  of  over- 
crowding, a figure  exceeded  by  Maidenhead  only  slightly. 
It  aatII  also  be  noted  that  the  three  Districts  approaching  the 
three  per  cent,  namely,  the  Boroughs  of  Maidenhead  and 
ACokingliam  and  Easthampstead  Idural  District  are  those 
A\hiere  tlie  ‘‘  inward  ” transfers,  i.e.  ]>ersons  belonging  to  the 
District  but  temporarily  residing  elsewhere  is  in  excess  of  the 
‘‘  outward  transfers  ” or  temporary  residents.  It  slioiild  also 
be  noted  that  this  Table  refers  only  to  that  portion  of  the 
popidation  described  as  “Private  Families”  and  is  therefore 
exclusive  of  institution  residents  and  suchlike. 


(4).  Occwpancy. 

Another  way  of  viewing  the  ]>osition  of  tlie  housing 
problem  is  to  take  into  account  tlie  mnnber  of  private  divellings 
occiqfied  by  more  than  one  family,  and  figures  for  tJiis  purpose 
are  now  available  in  the  Census  from  which  the  following  table 
has  been  compiled.

closely  with  the  preceding  one.  It  will  be  observed  that  the 
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Urban  Districts  show  a inucii  greater  ])rD])()rtioii  of  bouses 
itibabitecl  by  more  than  one  family  than  do  the  Rural  Distiicts. 
also  tliat  eacli  of  the  Rural  Districts  in  East  Berks  exceeds  the 
figure  for  the  aggregate  Rural  Districts  in  the  whole  county, 
and  this  is  to  be  expected  from  tiie  fact  that  though  rural  in 
name,  they  are  really  Jiiore  urban  in  character  from  the 
number  of  large  villages  distributed  throughout  them. 
This  remark  is  particularly  applicable  to  Windsor  R.D.  which 
consists  chiefly  of  three  large  yillages,  namely,  Old  Windsor, 
Ascot  and  Sunningdale.  On  the  other  hand  Wokingham 
Borough,  haying  since  the  preyious  Census  taken  in  nearly 
six  times  its  previous  area  of  neighbouring  rural  districc,  now 
lies  midway  in  character  between  an  urban  and  rural  district. 
From  the  standpoint  of  houses  let  to  more  than  one  fainilv— 
an  urban  characteristic — -the  rural-urban  character  of  Wdndsor 
R.D.  and  Wokingham  U.D.  is  clearly  shown  by  the  percentages 
of  4.19  and  4.27  in  the  table  above  which  are  in  accord  with 
4.97  wliicli  is  the  corresponding  percentage  for  the  whole  of  the 
county,  including  the  County  Borough  of  Reading. 

(5).  Population  in  Institutions. 

The  number  of  persons  living  in  institutions  ])lays  an 
important  part  in  the  calculation  of  Pulrlic  Health  statistics 
as  such  population  differs  in  many  material  respects  from  that 
in  priyate  families.  As  will  be  seen  from  the  table  ])elow  an 
unusual  proportion  of  the  population  in  Easthampstead  R.D. 
and  Windsor  R.D.  liye  in  institutions,  in  the  former  case,  the 
Itoyal  Military  College,  Sandhurst,  the  Broadmoor  Criminal 
Lunatic  Asylum,  Crowthorne,  Wellington  College,  Crowthorne 
and  the  Home  for  Mental  Detectives  at  Easthampstead  account 
for  the  greatei-  part  of  the  total,  and  in  the  latter  case  Hotels, 
Schools,  Nursing  Homes  including  tlie  tnfirniary  and  the 
Lhiblic  Assistance  Institution,  chiefly  for  the  high  figure.  As 
percentages  form  a more  convenient  ineans  of  comparison 
than  the  actual  numbers  of  staff  and  inmates  the  table  below 
is  given  in  that  form.

(0).  Size  of  Family. 

The  Census  again  furnishes  some  interesting  details  with 
reiJ’ard  to  changes  in  the  size  of  families  and  tlie  effect  on 

O CA  ^ 

housing  accommodation  during  tlie  past  ten  years.  Taking 
the  population  of  the  County  as  a whole  there  has  l)een  an 
increase  of  6.47  per  cent,  in  the  population  in  private  families, 
and  an  increase  of  16.68  per  cent,  in  the  actual  number  of 
private  families,  that  means  to  sa}^  that  though  private  families 
are  more  numerous,  they  are  smaller  in  size,  in  fact,  the  average 
size  of  family  has  been  reduced  by  8.75  per  cent.,  namely,  from 
4.00  in  1921  to  3.65  in  1931,  vdiile  in  1911  it  stood  at  4.18. 
Further  classification  shows  that  in  respect  of  the  larger 
families  i.e.  5 persons  and  upwards,  there  has  been  a decrease 
in  proportion  amounting  to  7.7  per  cent,  but  this  is  more  than 
balanced  by  the  increase  in  number  of  the  smaller  families, 
in  fact,  the  3 person  family  and  next  to  that,  the  2 person 
family  taken  together  now  account  for  48.0  ])er  cent,  of  all 
families,  as  against  40.9  ])er  cent,  in  1921  and  37.8  per  cent, 
in  1911.  The  reduction  in  size  of  family  tends  to  accentuate 
the  housing  problem,  for  the  small  family,  in  order  to  jnovide 
projier  separation  for  married,  single,  and  sexes,  requires  the 
same  number  of  rooms  as  the  large  family  and  also  in  the  large 
family  the  available  accommodation  can  be  used  to  its  fullest 
capacity  but  not  so  in  the  small  family,  which  is  relatively  less 
economic  to  house.  The  continued  breaking  u])  of  the  family 
into  smaller  (but  more  numerous)  units  has  therefore  tended 
to  increase  the  demand  for  separate  dwelling  accommodation. 
A simple  illustration  will  make  this  clear.  Consider  tAvo 
populations  A and  B of  equal  size,  but  A population  consists 
mostly  of  3 person  families  and  B ])opalation  of  5 person 
families,  then  A will  require  33  houses  per  100  population  but 
for  B 20  will  suffice. 

As  an  indication  of  how  these  factors  operate  in  each  of 
the  East  Berks  Districts,  the  following  table  has  been  extracted 
from  the  Census.  It  also  shows  very  clearly  that  in  spite  of 
adverse  factors,  the  extent  of  “ Overcrowding  ” is  being 
steadily  reduced  and  that  the  problem  of  housing  ” is  being 
graduallv  solved. 
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(7).  Age  Constitufio7i  of  Population. 

This  is  another  factor  whicli  influences  considera})ly  the 
healtli  statistics  of  a District,  thus,  the  incidence  of  infectious 
disease,  the  birth  and  deatli  rates  will  })e  ap])reciably  different 
in  a residential  ai’ea  where  elderly  ])eople  tend  to  congregate 
on  retirement  and  in,  say,  an  industrial  area  where  the  bulk 
of  the  po])idation  consists  of  young  married  people  with  families 
of  children.  With  the  exception  of  Wokingham  Borough 
and  to  some  extent  Windsor  which  have  a large  population 
of  elderly  people,  the  age  constitution  of  the  other  Districts 
in  East  Berks  is  fairly  evenly  distributed.  Compared  with 
tlie  other  Districts,  Wokingham  Borough  in  particular  usually 
])resents  a higher  death  rate  which  is  readily  understood  on 
examining  the  table  below,  which  shows  the  relative  pro-

It  is  noteworthy  that  in  the  whole  county  there  were  at 
the  time  of  the  Census,  42  ])ersons  of  95  years  and  over  and 
of  these  4 were  resident  in  Maidenhead,  2 in  Wokingham 
I3orough,  I in  Chokham  R.D.,  2 in  Easthampstead  R.D.,  1 in 
Windsor  R.D.,  and  2 in  Wokingham  R.D.,  or  12  in  all. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  discuss  here  the  age,  constitution  of 
other  grouped  ages,  but  one  or  two  general  remarks  on  the 
subject  may  be  of  interest.  There  is  consideiuble  irregularity 
in  the  age  grouf)s  of  yomig  adults,  more  ap])arent  when 
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ooin])arecl  witli  tlie  Census  returns  of  1911  and  1921  and  due 
to  the  influence  of  the  war  period.  For  example,  the  decline 
in  the  group  0.1  year  is  all  the  more  marked  when  compared 
with  the  exceptionally  high  birth  rates  recorded  immediately 
after  the  war  and  reflected  in  the  1921  Census,  and  the  same 
a])plies  to  tlie  next  succeeding  age  grou])s.  On  the  other 
hand,  there  appears  to  be  a preponderance  of  males  at  ages 
20-30  years,  w hich  is  relative  rather  than  absolute,  as  the  1921 
figures  were  abnormally  de])leted  ])y  wxar  losses,  and  again 
there  are  heavier  increases  at  older  ages  representing  survivors 
from  the  larger  number  of  births  in  previous  periods.  The 
net  result  of  these  variations  is  to  raise  the  average  age  of  the 
w9iole  male  population  from  31.4  years  in  1921  to  33.4  years  in 
1931  and  of  the  female  population  from  33.1  to  35.3  years,  an 
increase  of  2.0  and  2.1  years  res])ectively  as  compared  with 
1.9  and  2.2  years  in  the  preceding  decade.

4.  BIRTHS. 

Of  the  200  children  born  10  or  6.15  per  cent,  were  illegit- 
imate, in  the  previous  year  there  were  25  giving  an  illegitimacy 
rate  of  9.34  per  cent,  of  the  total  births. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  1932  is  14.75  as  against  15.18  for  1931 
and  a ten  year  average  of  16.09.

9.  LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

44ie  medical  practitioners  in  this,  as  in  all  six  Districts  of 
tJie  combination  are  provided  witli  outfits  for  taking  and 
transmitting  by  post  swabs  for  diphtheria,  s])utum  for  tubercle 
and  blood  for  typhoid  and  other  reactions.

44ie  local  Registrar  of  Births  and  Deaths  lias  standing 
instructions  to  send  fortliwith  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
a special  return  of  any  death  related  to  child  birth,  and  local 
medical  ]iractitioners  and  nhdwives  are  under  a statutory 
olhigation  to  notify  forthwith  any  case  of  Puer])eral  Fever  or 
Pyrexia  occurring  in  their  practice.  Inquiries  are  instituted  as 
soon  as  may  be  after  notification  and  the  appropriate  form 
issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  filled  in.  During  the  past 
year  one  such  death  occurred  at  the  Borough  Isolation  Hospital, 
that  of  a patient  belonging  to  a neighbouring  District,  but 
there  were  no  local  maternal  deaths. 

An  Ante-natal  Clinic  is  held  regularly  on  Wednesdays  at 
2.15  i).ni.  in  a separate  building  specially  built  for  the  purpose 
in  the  grounds  of  the  Maidenhead  and  District  Nursing  Associ- 
ation at  5,  Castle  Hill.  The  Medical  Officer  in  attendance  is 
Dr.  R.  N.  Foote  (late  of  Queen  Charlotte’s  Hospital,  London) 
who  personally  sees  all  the  cases.  The  cases  attending  are  made 
up  mostly  of  those  expectant  mothers  who  have  engaged  a 
Midwife  from  the  Maternity  Home  of  the  Association  and 
those  recommended  for  attendance  from  the  Welfare  Centre. 
Those  who  have  engaged  with  a private  doctor  or  midwife,  do 
not  as  a rule  attend,  although  the  service  is  free  and  quite 
unrestricted.  Having  regard  to  the  annuaJ  number  of  births 
(about  250)  and  the  special  difficulties  in  establishing  a service 
of  this  kind,  the  record  of  the  work  for  the  past  year  may  be 
considered  fairly  satisfactory.  (See  Summary  of  Form  M.C.W. 
96  below). 

(3).  Health  Visiting. 

For  this  area  there  are  two  whole-time  Health  Visitors 
who  also  act  as  Schooi  Nurses.  Most  of  the  home  visiting  is 
done  in  connection  with  infants  under  one  year  of  age  who 
are  visited  regularly  at  least  four  times  during  the  first  year  of 
life.  On  the  occasion  of  such  visits  as  well  as  on  visits  for 
other  purposes,  e.g.  school  following  up,  enquiry  is  made  in 
regard  to  other  children  in  the  family  between  infancy  and 
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school  age,  who  in  any  case  are  seen  at  least  once  a year  and 
oftener  if  occasion  requires.  A special  point  is  made  of  encoiu'- 
aging  children  under  school  age  to  attend  the  dental  clinic  when 
necessary  and  also  to  continue  their  attendance  at  the  Welfare 
Centre.  Particulars  of  visits  to  these  children  are  continued 
on  the  Infant  Visiting  Card,  so  that  a coni])lete  record  up  to  the 
time  of  going  to  school  is  obtained. 

(4).  Children  Act,  1908  (Part  I). 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  nominated  as  the  person 
to  whom  notices  and  communications  relating  to  the  rece])tion 
of  children  for  reward  should  be  addressed.  Visiting  of  the 
homes  where  children  are  so  received  is  carried  out  by  the  two 
Health  Visitors  who  visit  regidarly  at  least  once  every  three 
months  or  oftener  as  occasion  requires.  The  results  of  these 
visits  are  recorded  and  rejjorted  at  the  meetings  of  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Committee. 

There  are  18  homes  in  Maidenhead  where  children  are 
kept  for  payment  and  tlie  number  of  children  so  kept  is  24. 
No  changes  took  place  during  the  year.  Two  of  the  homes 
Avere  visited  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Sanitary 
Inspector  on  account  of  somewhat  unsatisfactory  sanitary 
conditions;  one  ivas  remedied  and  the  other  considerably 
improved.

5.  Orthopaedic  Treatment. 

A branch  clinic  of  the  Wingfield-Morris  Orthopaedic 
Hospital,  Headington,  Oxford  is  held  AA^eekly  (Friday  2 p.m.) 
in  the  Out-patient  Department  of  the  Maidenhead  Hospital. 
Tliere  Avere  148  patients  under  treatment  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year,  74  neAA"  patients  were  receiA^ed  and  97  discharged, 
leaving  a balance  of  125  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  Clinic  Avas 
open  on  50  occasions  and  975  attendances — an  average  of  20 
])er  Aveek  AA^ere  registered. 

Of  the  patients  treated  at  this  Clinic  26  Avere  local  children 
of  school  age  and  8 were  infants  recommended  for  treatment 


from  the  WTlfare  Centre.  School  children  are  also  eligible 
to  attend  the  remedial  exercise  class  held  tAAuce  AA^eekly  by  the 
Orthopaedic  Clinic. 

A sum  of  £60  is  set  aside  annually  by  the  Maidenhead 
Education  Committee  to  jiroAude  orthopasdic  treatment  for 
cripples  amongst  school  children.  Of  this  amount  £10  is  paid 
as  a contribution  to  the  local  branch  clinic  and  £50  is  reserA^ed 
for  maintenance  of  school  children  sent  to  the  Hospital  at 
Headington.  The  Wlfare  Committee  also  set  aside  a sum  of 
£50  annually  for  a like  purpose  in  respect  of  children  under 
school  age.  During  the  past  year  four  patients  were  main- 
tained in  the  Hospital  for  a total  period  of  35  weeks  at  a cost  of 
£91  17-5.  6d.  (i.e.  £2  125.  6d.  per  AA^eek).

(1930,  ])]).  48-49).  In  tlie  Northern  Section  there  are  now 
2,021  connections  witli  the  mains  and  in  the  Southern  section 
1,880  making  a total  of  4,501. 

15.  DRAINAGE  AND  SE^YERAGE. 

The  general  position  remains  much  the  same  as  described 
in  the  Survey  Report  (1930,  pages  49-50).  The  principal 
part  of  the  Surface  AVater  Drainage  Scheme  still  remains  in 
al)eyance.  With  regard  to  the  Sewage  Outfall  Works,  tlie 
following  extensions  and  improvements  have  ])een  undertaken 
during  the  past  year. 

The  formation  of  second  land  hlter  bed  on  the  south  side 
of  the  Canal  Stream,  2 acres  in  extent  capable  of  being  served 
by  tlie  'Tank  effluent  cai’rier  and  connected  to  tlie  main  effluent 
channel  discharging  into  the  later  watercourse. 

The  filter  is  underdrained  by  means  of  2 lines  of  G"  stone- 
ware pi])es  and  a system  of  3"  earthenware  agricultural  drains 
laid  herringbone  fashion  and  is  composed  partly  of  vegetable 
earth  and  ])artly  of  calcined  house  refuse. 

It  was  recently  ])ut  into  commission  with  satisfactory 
results. 


16.  RIYERS  AND  STREAMS. 

In  addition  to  local  supervision  the  River  Thames,  the 
Canal  Stream,  and  the  iMoor  Cut  are  all  under  the  surveillance 
of  the  liis] lectors  of  the  Thames  Conservancy  Board. 

During  the  year  under  review  the  Council  undertook  the 
removal  of  casual  obstruction  to  the  flow  of  water  and  the 
cleansing  of  a ])ortion  of  the  length  of  the  Canal  Stream  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  the  St.  Ives  ^Meadows  with  very  benehcial 
results. 
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17.  CLOSET  ACCJOMMODATION. 

Witli  certain  exceptions  mentioned  later  all  closets  are  of 
the  water  dnshed  type  (individual  cistern)  connected  to  the 
sewer.  The  exceptions  are  : — Garden  (Cottages,  a })lock  of 
about  127  dwellings  which  have  their  own  private  water 
STipply  and  are  provided  with  waste-water  tipper  closets,  but 
as  these  are  well  supervised  no  serious  trouble  arises.  A few 
closets  of  this  type  are  found  in  various  other  parts  of  the 
town  making  the  total  of  193.  Various  villas,  bungalows  etc., 
close  to  the  river  and  situated  at  such  low  level  that  connection 
with  the  sewer  is  impossible.  These  are  drained  to  cesspools 
the  number  being  187  premises  draining  into  260  cesspools. 
A few  very  old  cottages  five  in  number  in  out-of-the-way  parts 
where  the  so-called  conservancy  system  ” is  still  in  use. 


18.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

L)ry  scavenging  (removal  of  house -refuse)  is  carried  out 
weekly  in  all  parts  of  the  Borough  and  twice  a week  in  the 
central  part  of  the  town,  and  at  hotels,  boarding  houses  etc. 
during  the  season.  The  refuse  is  collected  in  two  covered 
motor-vehicles  designed  for  the  pur])ose  and  conveyed  to  the 
Sewage  Works  meadow  where  it  is  l)urned  and  the  residue 
used  for  levelling-u])  the  land. 

Wet  scavenging  (em])tying  of  cesspools)  is  carried  out 
upon  request  by  the  Councirs  own  employees  by  the  rather 
antiquated  method  of  hand  pump  and  horse-drawn  tank  on 
wheels.  The  contents  are  disposed  of  at  the  sewage  works. 
The  usual  Bye-laws  are  in  force.

A report  of  the  details  of  the  work  was  furnished  to  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  in  accordance  with 
their  request,  and  a letter  of  acknowledgement  was  received, 
noting  with  appreciation  the  action  taken  in  this  area  in 
connection  vith  the  campaign.

20.  SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

As  there  are  onh'  five  chimney  stacks  in  the  Borough 
(Electric  Light  M'orks,  Brewery  and  Laundries),  the  “ black 
smoke  ” nuisance  rarely  occui’s  and  if  there  is  a complaint  lodged 
as  to  smoke  or  grit  issuing,  verbal  notice  is  found  sufficient 
to  effect  a remedy.  Oomplaints  as  to  fumes  from  the  cupola 
of  a small  foundry  have  been  received  in  the  past  from  a 
neighbouring  school  and  certain  alterations  were  made  in 
consequence,  but  as  little  or  no  smelting  has  been  done  in  the 
past  year,  there  has  been  no  opportunit}^  of  testing  the  result. 

21.  CONTROLLED  PREMISES  AND  OCCUPATIONS. 

There  are  no  premises  in  the  Borough  answering  the 
teclmical  descilption  of  Houses  Let  in  Lodgings  ” (Public 
Health  Act,  1875,  Sec.  90)  or  ” Underground  Sleeping  Rooms  ” 
(Housing  Act,  1925,  Sec.  18  (1))  and  no  Hop-pickers  Quarters  ” 
or  such  like. 

Tents,  \'A.ns  and  Sheds  occasionally  visit  the  District  and 
if  staying  for  any  definite  ])eriod  are  located  in  a certain 
meadoAV  where  a ]>ublic  convenience  adjoins,  and  where  there 
is  a permanent  water  supply  (stand  pipe)  provided. 
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As  to  Offensive  Tj-ades  ” (Public  Health  Act,  187^, 
Sec.  112)  and  that  of  Fish-Pdyer  deemed  to  be  such  in  virtue 
of  a special  Local  Order  dated  2-l:th  August,  1914,  the  only 
representations  of  these  are  three  Rag  and  Bone  Dealers  and 
six  Fish-fryers.  With  one  exception  no  serious  nuisance 
occurred  during  the  year,  as  all  the  premises  concerned  are 
well  conducted  and  the  premises  frequently  inspected.  Oom- 
])laints  were  lodged  in  res])ect  of  one  Rag  and  Bone  business 
by  the  inmates  of  an  adjoining  building  which  liad  recently 
lieen  converted  into  a dwelling-house.  As  the  premises 
where  the  offensive  trade  was  carried  on  were  not  altogether 
siutalile  for  the  purpose,  the  op])ortunity  was  taken  to  have 
the  whole  business  removed  to  a new  building  erected  for  the 
purpose  on  a site  remote  from  the  highway  and  houses. 

22.  RAG  FLOCK  ACTS,  1911  and  1928. 

There  are  no  premises  in  this  District  where  rag  flock  is 
manufactured  but  there  are  seven  whei’e  it  is  used  or  sold. 
Frequent  inspections  have  been  made  of  the  ])remises  and  no 
occasion  for  complaint  has  arisen.  It  lias  not  been  found 
necessary  to  take  samples  as  the  Hock  used  has  been  broiiglit 
from  the  manufacturers  under  warranty. 

23.  SCHOOLS. 

The  condition  of  the  public  elementary  schools  in  this 
area  was  described  in  the  Report  for  1930  (j).  59).  The 
Council  Infants’  School  (King  Street)  there  referred  to  as 
“ unsuitable  for  the  purpose  from  many  points  of  view  ” has 
now  been  closed  and  the  pupils  transferred  to  the  new  Ellington 
School.  With  regard  to  infectious  disease  in  schools  the 
following  ])aragraph  taken  from  the  School  Report  for  1932 
provides  the  required  information  (Joint  Memorandum,  1927). 

Infectious  Disease.  The  most  notable  feature  in  regard 
to  infectious  disease  was  the  large  outbreak  of  mild  Scarlet 
Fever  which  extended  practically  throughout  the  whole 
year  and  affected  all  parts  of  the  town.  During  that  time 
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115  children  wei'c  excluded  for  this  disease  and  19  for 
diphtlieria.  9'he  non-notifiable  infectious  diseases  were  not 
])articularly  prevalent  although  Measles  occurring  in  December 
of  the  ])revious  year  in  one  of  tlie  schools  in  the  upper  part  of 
tlie  town  gradually  spread  downwards  during  the  first  quarter 
to  tlie  schools  in  the  lower  part,  the  school  chiefly  affected 
being  the  (Ihurch  of  England  Infants'  (East  Street)  vrhere  the 
attendance  dro])]>ed  below  60  per  cent,  in  the  week  ended 
5t  li  Eebruary  and  a ceitihcate  to  that  effect  was  issued  by  the 
School  Medical  Officei’.  (tiicken-pox  was  also  ])revalent  to 
some  extent  but  did  not  assume  e])idemic  pro])ortions,  while 
the  months  of  February  and  March  bi-ought  their  usual  comple- 
ment of  many  absentees  for  coughs,  colds,  bi-unchitis  and 
‘‘  influenza  ”.  The  folloAving  cases  were  dealt  with  by  means 
of  individual  exclusions  at  the  Minor  Ailments  ( liinic  : — -

25.  GENERAL  INEORMATION. 

The  increase  in  ])opnlation  of  ^Maidenhead  as  shown  by 
the  Census  returns  (see  paragi’a])]i  in  Pi*eface)  is  not  so  great 
as  one  Avould  expect,  but  tluit  is  largely  explained  l)y  tlie  fact 
that  a very  large  amount  of  building  during  recent  years  has 
taken  place  in  the  rural  district  immediately  adjacent  to  the 
Borough,  a point  of  importance  in  vicAv  of  the  pro])osed  exten- 
sion of  the  Borough  boundaries.  As  shewn  elsewhere  Maiden- 
head  has  been  very  diligent  in  })i‘oviding  Council  Houses  ” 
the  total  being  321,  this,  together  with  the  demolition  of  the 
row  of  27  old  dilapidated  houses  locally  known  as  The 
Barracks  ” and  the  8 constituting  Saunders  Scpiare.  together 
with  the  general  improvement  of  cottage  projierty  which  has 
been  going  on  steadily  for  years,  places  the  toAAUi  in  a very 
favourable  position  as  regards  the  housing  cpiestion.  At  the 
present  moment  there  are  not  more  than  half-a-dozen  dwelling 
houses  that  could  be  described  on  general  sanitary  grounds 
as  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  these  it  is  proposed  to  deal 
with  during  the  curj'ent  year.  Wdth  regard  to  overcrowding 
it  will  be  noticed  in  considering  the  Census  returns  that  Maiden- 
head tops  the  list  of  East  Berks  Districts  for  more  than  2 
persons  per  room  ” and  for  more  than  one  family  per  house.” 
This,  hoAAnver,  is  not  so  serious  in  fact  as  it  appears  in  figures, 
for  several  of  the  large  houses  formerly  occupied  by  well-to-do 
families  singlv  are  noAv  let  off  in  rooms,  and  are  tenanted 
by  the  poorer  grade  of  families  who  are  unable  to  j^ay  the  rent 
of  a separate  dwelling-house.  Unless  and  until  houses  letting 
at  about  Is.  ^d.  per  week  are  available  for  these  people  it  is 
difficult  to  see  how  thev  can  be  accommodated  otherwise. 
Although  there  are  still  many  applicants  when  a house  falls 
vacant  it  is  substantially  true  to  say  that  a good  tenant  has 
no  great  difficulty  now  in  securing  a separate  dwelling.

SECTION  E. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

27.  MILK  SUPPLY. 

There  are  six  dairy  farms  within  the  Borough  all  of  which 
are  maintained  in  remarkably  good  condition  and  the  same 
comment  apjilies  to  the  34  milk  shops  and  17  retail  purveyors 
premises.  As  will  be  seen  from  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s 
Rci)ort  (paragraph  19)  these  premises  are  inspected  frequently 
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and  although  an  occasional  ‘‘  contravention  ” is  discoverech  it 
is  iisnally  of  a ininoi'  nature  and  is  remedied  at  once  upon 
vei’bal  OF  informal  notice.  Of  the  36  official  sam])les  of  milk 
taken  by  the  Police  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  3 were 
found  deficient,  and  of  the  42  unofficial  sam])les  taken  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  3 were  below  standard  for  fat  content. 


28.  MEAT  AND  OTHEPv  FOODS. 

The  tact  that  OAmr  five  hundred  Ausits  of  ins])ection  vere 
paid  to  the  eight  slaughter-houses  in  the  Borough  during 
the  year  under  reAuew  shows  that  close  supervision  is  exercised. 
The  unsound  meat  voluntarily  surrendered  and  destroyed 
amounted  to  close  upon  lOOOlbs.  Aveight.  Fried  fish  shops  and 
other  premises  Avhere  food  of  a jierishable  nature  is  prepared 
and  sold  to  the  public  are  equally  Avell  inspected,  details  of  the 
insj)ection  being  included  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  B.e])ort 
(paragraph  19).  The  former  custom  of  exposing  meat  etc., 
outside  the  shoj)  has  now,  thanks  to  the  Augilance  of  the  Sani- 
tary Inspector,  been  discontinued,  and  stalls  and  open  vehicles 
for  the  sale  of  meat  haAm  noAv  disappeared  for  good. 


29.  ADULTERATION,  ANALYSIS  AND  NUTRITION 


The  results  of  analysis  etc.,  liaA’^e  already  been  giAmn  under 
specific  headings,  and  the  list  of  laboratories  etc.,  available  for 
such  investigations  is  giAmn  in  the  Preface. 

Instruction  in  the  principles  of  nutrition  is  giAmn  individu- 
ally and  by  leaflets  at  the  AVAlfare  Centre. 


SECTION  F. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

30.  GENERAL. 

Not  for  manv  vears — at  least  tiventA^ — -has  Maidenhead 
had  so  many  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified.  Throughout  the 
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year  and  in  all  parts  of  the  town  cases  kept  cropping  up  singly 
and  in  hatches,  all  of  these  of  the  now  nsnal  mild  type,  in  fact 
so  mild  M’ere  some  of  them  that  one  is  tempted  to  surmise 
that  notification  Mas  made  in  the  first  instance  as  a precau- 
tionary rather  than  as  a preventive  measure.  The  accommo- 
dation at  the  Isolation  Hospital  ivas  at  times  taxed  to  provide 
beds  for  all  these  cases  and  some  discretion  had  to  be  exercised 
as  to  the  necessitv  for  removal.  In  some  households  the 
exercise  of  this  discretion  caused  dissatisfaction  and  claims  for 
compensation  were  made  in  one  or  two  instances,  which, 
needless  to  sav,  ivere  resisted,  for  the  Local  Authoritv  is  not 
under  obligation  to  remove  to  Hospital — -for  free  treatment — • 
every  case  of  notifiable  infectious  disease.  These  incidents, 
however,  raise  tivo  points  of  interest,  first,  the  change  of 
attitude  of  the  average  parent  towards  the  Isolation  Hospital, 
for  some  twenty  years  it  often  hapiDened  that  removal  could 
be  effected  onlv  under  threat  of  a " Magistrate’s  Order,  ” 
and  secondly  the  cpiestion  as  to  vdiether  removal  to  Hospital 
is  necessary  for  the  mild  type  of  Scarlet  Fever  nov'  pre- 
valent . 

Diphtheria  cases  were  also  rather  more  numerous  than 
usual  but  again  many  of  them  (roughly  one-third)  ^vere  notified 
upon  bacterial  evidence  rather  than  upon  clinical  symptoms. 
The  other  notifications  hardlv  call  for  comment.  The  two 
tables  reproduced  in  paragraph  33  give  the  chief  statistics 
relating  to  these  diseases,  while  the  diseases  (infectious  and 
other)  affecting  school  children  are  dealt  with  in  paragraph  23 
(Schools). 


31.  DISINFECTION. 

The  usual  practice  of  disinfecting  premises,  bedding, 
clothing  etc.,  after  infectious  illness  is  carried  out  after  every 
case,  at  the  home  of  the  patient.  In  certain  instances  articles 
are  taken  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  for  Stecim  Disinfection 
(see  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report,  paragraph  19). 
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32.  PESTS. 

A vigorous  campaign  against  Rats  and  Mice  is  carried  out 
each  year  during  ‘‘  Rat  Week  ” and  individual  complaints  as 
to  the  presence  of  these  pests  are  promptly  attended  to  through- 
out the  year.  Considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  “ rat- 
}>rooting  ” premises  whei'e  food  is  stored  and  in  that  respect 
the  principal  shops  of  the  town  ai-e  now  well  protected.  Insect 
])ests  have  not  caused  any  serious  troidiie  this  year  and  the 
fact  that  ten  houses  were  treated  for  bugs  and  fleas  upon 
request  indicates  rather  the  desire  of  the  inmates  for  peace 
and  quietness  ” than  any  undue  prevalence  generally  of  certain 
of  the  Egyptian  plagues.

3.  TTIPULATION. 

This  is  the  first  occasion  since  the  extension  of  the  Boi'ough 
oh  the  1st  Octobei',  1927  that  an  exact  enumeration  of  the 
])opulation  has  been  available.  44ie  Census  of  1931  i-eveals 
the  fact  that  the  po]>ulation  on  that  date  consisted  of  7,294 
persons  (3,311  males  and  3,983  females)  which  represents  an 
increase  of  13.()  ]>er  cent.  u])on  the  po])ulation  enumerated  at 
the  previous  census  of  1921.  This  ])ercentage  increase  is 
made  up  as  to  1.3%  by  excess  of  births  over  deaths  (average 
for  county  4.3%)  and  as  to  12.3%  by  immigration  (average  foi* 
C4)unty  1.3%)  the  bidk  of  the  immigration  in  this  case  ()eing 
the  1,948  ])ersons  included  in  the  added  area  of  the  extension. 

As  the  po])ulation  is  never  stationary  it  is  necessary  to 
take  a fixed  figure  for  statistical  calcidations  for  which  ])urpose 
the  Registrar  General  estimated  what  the  population  would 
be  at  mid-year  assuming  that  the  rate  of  increase  (or  decrease) 
is  constant.  The  mid-year  ])0])ulation  for  1932  is  given  as  being 
7,328.

5.  DEATHS.

The  sanitarv  staff  consists  of  one  full  time  Hanitarv' 
Jnspector  who  is  also  Borough  Surveyor.  He  is  ])rovi(le(l 
vith  an  office  and  equi]>ment  at  the  Town  Hall  and  has  one 
full  time  clerk.  Owing  to  the  large  increase  of  woiL  conse- 
quent upon  extension  of  the  Borough  and  the  re-construction 
and  extension  of  the  sewage  vorks  which  he  personally 
designed  and  supervised,  two  junior  assistants  Avere  appointed 
in  April,  1932,  one  of  whom  has  since  passed  the  qualifying 
examination  for  Sanitary  lns])ectors,  A^^hile  the  other  assists 
in  carrying  out  the  duties  attached  to  the  office  of  Borough 
Surveyor.

The  Wokingham  A\’ar  Memorial  Clinic  in  Denmark 
Street,  as  its  name  indicates,  was  given  by  the  peo])le  of  Woking- 
ham in  memory  of  those  who  lost  their  lives  in  the  (treat  Whu’. 
It  is  principally  occu])ied  by  the  local  branch  of  the  Wingfieid- 
Morris.  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  the  Maternity  and  Ohild  \Velfare 
Centre  and  the  Clinics  in  connection  with  the  School  Medical 
Service.  A proposal  is  now  on  foot  to  increase  its  usefnlness 
still  further  bv  establishing  there  a Rheumatism  Clinic. 
During  the  past  year  the  Orthopaedic  (clinic  was  open  on  4b 
occasions,  821  attendances  were  registered  in  respect  of  the 
111  patients  on  the  roll.  These  included  : — 

X^ew  Patients — -38,  of  whom  19  were  under  16  years  of 
age  and  3 under  school  age. 

Removed  from  Register — -31,  of  whom  2(i  did  not  require 
further  treatment,  8 left  the  District  (b  ]3eing  transferred  to 
other  clinics)  and  3 who  refused  further  treatment. 

With  regard  to  School  Dental  Clinic,  blO  children  were 
recommended  for  treatment.  Consent  for  treatment  was 
ol)tained  from  the  parents  in  28b  instances  (just  over  b0%), 
2b8  actually  received  treatment,  19  were  absent,  1 withdrew 
consent  and  7 Avere  on  the  Avaiting  list  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
In  the  Report  it  is  noted  that  this  dental  serAuce  extends 
beyond  the  confines  of  the  Borough  and  that  the  children 
from  outlying  districts  shoAv  a better  attendance  (67%)  than 
those  nearer  at  hand,  a hint  that  may  be  taken  as  a challenge 
to  Borough  parents  to  make  better  use  of  the  facilities  noAv 
offered  to  them.

SAXITARY  CTRCUMSTAXCES. 

14.  WATER  SUPPLY. 

44ie  A\4iole  of  this  District  is  supplied  by  the  W'okingham 
W ater  Company  Avhose  AA  orks  are  at  Toutley  on  the  outskirts 
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of  the  Borough.  Thei-e  are  altogether  about  200  private 
v'eJls,  luostly  in  the  ai-ea  added  at  the  time  of  extension  and 
as  oecasion  arises  the  public  supply  is  substituted.  Xegotia- 
tions  are  on  foot  for  the  accpiisition  of  the  Wokingham  Company 
undertaking  by  the  Frimley  and  Farnborough  Water  Company. 


10.  DRAIXAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

A separate  system  for  the  removal  of  surface  water  aial 
for  sewage  obtains  in  the  Borough.  The  former  is  mostly 
disposed  of  at  the  old  sewage  works  at  Buck’s  Co])se. 

The  new  sewage  works  at  Ashridge  (described  at  page  SO 
in  the  Report  for  1930)  is  now  in  full  operation  and  reflects 
great  credit  on  OIr.  C.  W.  Marks,  Sanitary  Ins])ector  and 
Borough  Surveyor  under  whose  su])ervision  the  works  were 
designed,  constructed  and  managed. 

During  the  past  year  88  cesspools  were  abolished  and 
the  premises  dr£iined  to  the  sewer,  also  4 houses  without 
sufficient  drainage  were  so  connected  making  a total  of  92  new 
connections.  The  number  of  house now  drained  to  the 
])ublic  sewer  is  1,681,  leaAung  388  not  so  connected.  Altogether 
288  cesspools  have  been  abolished  and  main  drainage  substi- 
tuted since  the  sewer  extensions  were  made.  There  are  noAv 
about  330  cesspools  in  existence,  of  Avhich  all  but  half  a dozen 
or  so  are  in  the  area  added  to  the  Borough  in  1927,  and  of  these, 
about  92  cannot  f)e  converted  as  the  premises  are  in  outlying 
parts  or  on  a site  too  low  to  ])ermit  connection  to  sewers. 

16.  R1\'ERS  AND  STREAMS. 

There  is  nothing  to  add  to  the  ])aragraph  v hich  appeared 
undei-  this  heading  in  the  Re])ort  for  1930.  The  sewage 
works  effiuent  whict.  is  dischargefl  into  the  Embrook  maintains 
the  necessary  standard  of  puriheation. 

17.  CLOSET  A(DOMMODATLON. 

In  the  ])revious  year’s  Report  it  was  recorded  that  1,613 
houses  were  then  provided  with  water  closets  and  about  300 
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with  earth  closets,  the  latter  being  almost  entirely  in  the  area 
added  to  the  Borongh  in  1927.  Whenever  the  opportunity 
presents  itself  adAuintage  is  taken  to  have  these  earth  closets 
converted  to  water  closets  AM'th  connection  to  sewer.  Dining 
tlie  past  year  58  were  so  converted  and  the  number  remaining 
at  the  end  of  1932  is  ascertained  to  be  208. 


18.  PUBLIC  (JLEANSINC. 

(a)  Wet  Scavenging. 

As  the  number  of  cesspools  I'ecpiiring  to  be  emptied  has 
been  so  considerablv  diminished  it  has  been  found  advisable 
to  dispense  with  the  large  cesspool  emptiers  and  to  substitute 
a smaller  one  with  a convertible  lorry  body.  The  contents 
of  cesspools  are  disposed  of  hy  discharge  into  a convenient 
manhole  in  the  sewerage  system. 

(h)  Dry  Scaveiiging . 

A motor  vehicle  specially  designed  for  the  purpose  has 
been  substituted  for  the  two  horse-drawn  vehicles  formerly 
in  use  and  a weekly  collection  in  all  parts  is  made  as  formerly. 
The  refuse  is  conveyed  to  the  old  sewage  wnrks  at  Buck’s 
Copse,  sorted  and  burned.

Muiild  be  advantageous  to  erect  simple  dwellings  for  the  old 
people  so  as  to  release  the  dwellings  they  nov^  occupy,  foi-  tlie 
use  of  families,  a definite  scheme  has  not  yet  been  launched. 
A special  enquiry  was  made  as  to  the  existence  of  overcrowding 
but  tlie  figures  obtained  did  not  reveal  any  condition  upon 
which  action  coidd  be  taken.  The  general  position  of  the 
housing  problem  may  be  described  as  ‘‘  tight,”  that  is  to  say 
vacancies  do  not  often  occur,  and  when  they  do,  the  rent 
demanded  is  beyond  the  means  of  the  family  seeking  accommo- 
dation. The  problem  is  more  a question  of  rent  than  of  scarcity 
of  houses.

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SECTION  E. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

27.  MILK  SUPPLY. 

'Inhere  are  on  the  Register  iO  wholesale  producers,  8 retail 
])ro(lucei‘s  and  7 retail  purveyors.  One  of  the  producers  is 
licenced  for  CIrade  A (T.T.)  milk  and  one  of  the  retailers  is 
licenced  for  the  same.  Altogether  there  are  24  cowsheds, 
dairies  and  milkshops  within  the  Borough  and  all  have  been 
frequently  inspected.  During  the  past  year  or  two  considerable 
im])rovement  has  been  effected  in  I'egard  to  the  condition  of 
the  (4>wsheds.  With  one  exce])tion,  that  of  an  old  man  who 
is  gradually  giA^ing  u])  his  business,  all  the  cowsheds  are  well 
]>aved  and  drained,  and  the  lighting  and  ventilation  is  satis- 
factory. Lime-washing  is  now  done  more  regularly  and 
“ reminder”  notices  are  seldom  required.  The  cleanliness 
of  the  cows  at  one  or  two  farms  is  not  quite  up  to  standard, 
but  on  the  whole  there  is  distinct  improvement.  As  will  be  seen 
in  paragraph  9 one  of  the  18  official  samples  of  milk  was  slightly 
beloA\^  standard  for  fat  and  ap])eared  to  have  lieen  watered. 

28.  MEWr  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

'Idiere  are  six  slaughter-houses  in  the  Borough,  I regis- 
tered and  2 licenced,  but  only  3 of  the  former  are  in  regular 
use.  They  were  frequently  Ausited  but  no  defects  or  defaults 
calling  for  official  notice  were  discoA^ered.  There  Avere  no 
seizures  of  diseased  meat  duiing  the  year,  but  the  carcases  of 
one  bullock,  live  ])igs  and  421bs.  of  fish  Avere  Amluntarily 
surrendered  and  destroyed.  There  are  no  stalls  or  traAmllino- 
vehicles  for  the  public  sale  of  meat.  There  are  lU  Bakeries 
in  the  Borough  which  are  quite  well  conducted. 

29.  ADULTERATION,  ANALYSIS  AND  NITTRITFON. 

The  results  of  official  sanqiles  taken  by  the  police  under 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  are  giAmn  in  paragrai>h  9.  No 
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other  samples  were  taken  this  year.  Propaganda  work  on 
nutrition,  other  than  that  given  informally  at  the  Welfai'e 
Centre,  is  not  undertaken. 

SEOTION  F. 

30.  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

GENERAL  INFORMATION. 

The  notifiable  infectious  diseases,  other  than  Tuberculosis, 
foi*  the  past  year  are  represented  by  three  (*.ases,  one  of  Diph- 
theria and  two  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum.  Of  the  other 
infectious  diseases,  Measles  wars  ])revalent  during  June  and 
July  and  was  followed  by  Whooping  ('Ough  in  October,  beyond 
that,  there  is  nothing  to  record. 

In  common  with  the  other  Districts  in  this  combination 
all  practitioners  are  sup])lied  with  svabs  etc.,  and  there  is  a 
standing  agreement  with  the  (k)rporation  of  Maidenhead  to 
admit  cases  of  vScarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  to  the  Maidenhead 
Borough  Isolation  Hospital.

The  net  number  of  deaths  (see  table  below)  attributed  to 
this  district  for  1932  is  184,  made  up  of  88  males  and  90  females.

15.  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Sojne  imjjrovement  has  been  effected  lately  in  regard 
to  the  surface  water  drainage  in  the  village  of  Cookham  by 
the  cleansing  of  the  Moor  Stream.  Owdng  to  technical  and 
legal  difficulties  no  ])rogress  has  been  made  in  regard  to  cleans- 
ing and  re-shaping  of  The  Cut  ” which  is  the  chief  surface 
water  drain  for  the  whole  District,  indeed  it  is  hardly  likely 
tliat  the  District  (Jouncil  will  undertake  this  work,  as  any 
local  effort  woidd  be  ineffective  unless  it  were  part  of  a compre- 
hensive scheme  dealing  v^ith  the  whole  length  of  the  Cut  which 
extends  far  ):)eyond  the  boundaries  of  the  Cookham  Rural 
District.  There  are  no  public  sewers  in  this  District,  but 
wet  scavenging  (cesspool  emptying)  is  carried  out  by  the 
Local  Authority  directly,  in  the  Parishes  of  Bray  and  Cookham. 
Eor  an  account  of  the  work  see  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report.

Closets  3,334,  Earth  Closets  277  and  Privies  (without  Ashpits) 
251.  New  houses  invariably  have  W.C’s.  installed  and  every 
opportunity  is  taken  of  converting  PriA^ies  wlien  occasion  arises. 

18.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

A general  descri])tion  of  the  ITiblic  Cleansing  Scheme  (Wet 
and  -Dry  Scavenging)  for  the  Parishes  of  Bray  and  (lookham 
AAsis  given  in  the  corres])onding  paragra])h  of  the  SiirAmy 
Re])ort  for  1939.  The  Avorking  details  for  the  past  year  ai'c 
included  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Repoid  (paragraph  19). 

The  need  for  a similar  scheme  in  the  Parish  of  \\diito 
Ahiltham  AAdiere  the  iieAv  Aullage  of  HeAw^ood  Park  has  recently 
ai'isen  has  been  discussed  on  maiw  occasions,  but  no  action 
has  been  taken.  I’liis  village  of  approximately  IbO  houses 
and  at  least  500  inhabitants  occupies  an  extreme  corner  of  the 
Parish  close  to  Maidenhead  so  that  ])robably  Avhen  the  long 
talked  of  extension  of  the  Borough  boundary  takes  ])lace,  it 
Avill  be  included,  meanwhile  the  remaining  part  of  the  Parish 
is  anxious  to  disclaim  responsibility  on  account  of  the  cost  of 
establishing  a scavenging  seiwice  for  this  isolated  corner. 

19.  BANITARY  TN8PECTTON.

During  the  past  year,  1,593  visits  were  made  in  connection 
Avith  my  duties  as  Sanitajy  Inspectoi*,  195  in  connection  Avith 
Dry  Scavenging,  298  in  connection  Avith  Wet  ScaAmnging,  188 
in  connection  with  Infectious  Diseases,  and  259  in  connection 
Avith  my  duties  as  SiirA^eyor  under  the  Building  Byedaws. 
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159  nuisances  were  discovered  and  abated  during  the 
year,  all  relating  to  defective  drainage,  cesspools,  privies, 
ditches,  cowsheds  and  workshops.  Verbal  and  written  requests 
to  get  nuisances  abated  were  complied  with.  5 Statutory 
Notices  were  served  under  the  Housing  Acts  and  3 under 
the  Public  Health  Acts  and  com])lied  with.

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SLAUGHTER- FTOUSES. 

There  are  seven  slaughter-houses  in  the  I4istrict  which 
were  frequently  inspected  and  found  kept  in  a satisfactoi‘y 
state  of  cleanliness  and  condition.  The  following  carcases 
were  inspected  during  time  of  slaughter,  95  Beef  ; 52  Pork  ; 
28  Veal  ; 372  Mutton.  They  were  found  to  he  in  a sound 
and  healthy  condition  witli  the  excejjtion  of  two  carcases  of 
Beef  which  were  badly  affected  with  Tubercidosis.  The  two 
carcases  were  taken  to  Messi's.  Harrison  and  Barber,  Coln- 
brook  for  destruction. 

26  Pigs  slaughtered  on  private  ])remises  were  inspected, 
all  of  which  were  found  to  be  in  a healthy  condition. 

9 Bovine  livers  affected  with  flukes  were  destroyed. 
One  (7)w  was  slaughtered  at  a farm  in  the  Parish  of  Bray,  the 
carcase  was  found  to  be  Tuberculous  and  it  was  subsequently 
destroyed. 


DRY  8(t\VENGING. 

During  the  year  ended  31st  Dec.,  1932.  1,246  loads  of 
house  refuse  (ap])roximately  2,492  tons)  were  removed  and 
dis])osed  of  in  Fui'ze  Platt  Pit  from  the  parishes  of  Bray  and 
Cookham  in  308  working  days,  being  175  loads  (approximately 
350  tons)  more  than  in  the  year  1931.  2,352  cart  loads  of 

soil  were  used  foi*  covering  refuse  in  the  dis])osal  pit  during  the 
yeai'  1932.

During  the  year  ended  31st  Decem))er,  1932,  seven 
millions,  four  hundred  and  thirty-three  thousand  gallons  of 
sewage  were  i*emoved  from  cess|)ools  in  the  ])ai*ishes  of  Bray 
and  (iookham,  being  foui-  hundred  and  ninety-tive  thousand 
gallons  or  a])proximately  2,210  tons  more  than  in  tlie  year

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SECTION  E. 

27.  MILK  SUPPLY. 

No  unofficial  sain])les  of  milk  were  taken  during  the 
year,  but  of  the  27  official  sam])les  taken  by  the  Police  under 
the  Food  and  Jdrugs  Acts,  six  shewed  a substantial  deficiency 
in  fat  content  (see  paragraph  9).  Prosecutions  were  under- 
taken by  the  Police. 

Premises  where  milk  is  ])roduced  vary  greatly  in  this 
Jlistrict  and  a uniform  standard  of  cleanliness  in  the  cow- 
sheds has  not  yet  been  reached.  Progress  in  this  direction 
is  comparatively  slow  but  with  so  many  other  duties  in  hand 
it  is  almost  impossible  for  the  Sanitary  lnspect(n’  to  give 
to  cowsheds  that  special  attention  which  is  required.

53  Dairy  premises  in  the  District  wei'e  inspected  during 
tlie  vear  and  were  found  kept  in  a satisfactorv  condition  with 
the  exception  of  six  Cowsheds  which  needed  limewashing  and 
which  were  subsequently  done.  One  new  Cowshed  in  the 
parish  of  Bray  was  constructed  during  the  year  and  the  floors 
of  two  Cow-sheds  in  the  parish  of  Cookham  paved  and  chan- 
nelled A\’ith  an  impervious  material.  Tw^o  dairy  farms  Avere 
]’e-opened  and  registered  during  the  year  in  the  parish  of 
Cookham  and  one  in  the  parish  of  Bray.

The  metliods  em])loyed  in  dealing  with  infectious 
diseases  were  described  in  tlie  Survey  Re])ort  for  1930  and 
need  not  be  repeated  in  full.  Briehy  the  facilities  offered  are  — - 
E^xry  medical  ]u*actitioner  in  the  District  is  ])]‘ovided  with 
outfits  for  the  examination  of  the  commoner  morbid  specimens 
by  the  Olinical  Reseaich  Association,  London,  all  charges, 
except  ])Ostage  being  ])aid  by  the  Local  Authority.  'Vhen- 
e\'er  necessary,  or  desirable  on  grounds  of  ]uiblic  health, 
patients  suffering  from  a notifiable  infectious  disease  are 
removed  to  Hospital,  contacts  excluded  from  work  or  school 
for  a i^rescribed  ])e]‘iod,  and  disinfection  of  ])remises,  bedding, 
etc.  carried  out.  Information  as  to  non-notifiable  and  other 
diseases  affecting  school  children  is  obtained  weekly  or  oftener 
if  necessary  from  the  Head  Teachers  of  the  village  and  country 
schools  through  the  L-ounty  Medical  Officer,  and  joint  action 
is  taken  in  the  CA^ent  of  any  serious  outbreak. 


31.  DISINFECTION. 

Disinfection  after  infectious  and  occasionally  upon  re({uest, 
after  other  diseases  e.g.  Cancer,  is  cari'ied  out  bA'  the  Sanitai'A^ 
Inspector  by  fumigation.  Disinfection  of  A'erminoiis  persons 
or  places  (Fublic  Health  Act,  192r),  Secs.

5.  DEATHS. 

As  shown  in  the  table  at  the  end  of  this  ])aragraph  the  net 
number  of  deaths  attributed  to  this  district  for  the  vear  ended 
31st  December,  1932,  is  215.  Assuming  the  civil  population  to 
l)e  19,000  this  gives  a Death  Rate  of  11.28  per  1000.  In  the 
])rcvious  year  the  total  deaths  were  210  and  the  Death  Rate 
9.25  while  the  average  for  the  past  ten  years  is  10.78.

8.  HOME  NURSING. 

( General  nursing  in  the  home  is  carried  out  by  the  staffs  of 
the  local  Nursing  Associations,  a list  of  which  is  given  in  the 
Preface.  Most  of  the  cases  of  the  more  serious  infectious 
diseases,  e.g.  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  are  removed  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital  in  Maidenhead,  but  when  necessary  or 
advisable,  a special  nurse  is  engaged  to  look  after  home-nursed 
cases  and  also  to  act  as  ''  Health  Visitoi*  ” by  following  u]> 
children  absent  from  school,  to  enquire  into  all  suspicious 
cases  of  illness  and  to  see  that  medical  attention  if  required,  is 
secured . 


9.  LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

The  arrangements  for  tlie  examination  of  swabs,  sputum, 
etc.,  are  the  same  as  described  in  tlie  corresponding  paragraph 
of  the  Maidenhead  Section  of  this  Report.

WAst  Sid)urban  Whiter  (,V)mpany  were  taken  and  submitted 
foi-  chemical  analysis,  both  of  which  proved  of  good  quality. 

Two  samples  were  also  taken  fi-om  private  wells  in  Ralph’s 
Ride  (see  ])aragraph  14,  Whiter  Supply).  One  proved  passable 
as  regai'ds  chemical  ])urity,  })ut  had  a distinct  plumbo-solvent 
action,  while  the  other  showed  evidence  of  organic  pollution.

11.  HOSPITALS. 

The  Hospitals  utilised  by  the  inhabitants  of  this  Ai'ea  are 
the  Royal  Victoria  Nursing  Home  and  Cottage  Hospital,  South 
Ascot  (5  miles),  the  Royal  Berks  Hospital,  Reading  (10  miles). 
King  Edward  VH.  Hospital,  Windsor  (S  miles),  and  for  Infec- 
tious Diseases,  by  arrangement  with  the  local  Authority  the 
Isolation  Hospital,  Maidenhead  (9  miles).  The  distances 
given  are  approximate  and  measured  in  a straight  line  from 
the  centre  of  the  District.  The  service  rendered  a])pears  to  be 
adequate. 

12.  AMBULANCE  EACILITIES.

SECTION  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 

14.  WATER  SUPPLY. 

For  a rural  district  tlie  water  su])])ly  in  this  area  is  remark- 
ably good,  for  approximately  80%  of  the  jiremises,  including 
farms,  have  the  public  supply  laid  on.  Outlying  cottages 
and  certain  large  houses  have  their  own  supply  from  ])rivate 
wells.  In  former  years  an  extensive  survmy  of  the  water 
suiiply  in  this  district  was  made  and  numerous  small  private 
wells  were  closed  as  a result  of  analysis  then  made.  The 
remainder  are  either  quite  satisfactory  or  are  at  least  ‘‘  tlie 
best  available.”  Practically  all  new  houses  derive  their  siqqdy 
from  the  public  mains  of  one  or  other  of  three  Ck)mpanies  whose 
])i])es  run  through  different  portions  of  the  District.  These 
( !ompanies  are  : — 

South  West  Suburban  Water  Clompany. 

Frimley  and  Farnborough  Water  Company. 

Wokingham  Water  Coni]>any. 

The  only  exception  is  the  locality  lying  to  the  South  of 
Bracknell,  known  as  Harmans  Water  or  Ralph’s  Ride  where, 
of  late,  a considerable  number  of  more  or  less  isolated  dwellings 
have  been  erected.  Owing  to  the  nature  of  the  soil — •heath- 
land  ; Bagshot  Sands — satisfactory  well  water  is  not  as  a rule 
obtainable,  but  negotiations  are  on  foot  with  a view  to  laying 
a public  supply  along  the  principal  thoroughfares.  These 
mains  are  estimated  to  cost  about  £!)50  and  will  be  available 
for  extensions  to  the  seventy  odd  premises  in  this  neighbour- 
hood. For  results  of  analysis  (Water),  see  paragra]di  !) 
( J j<i boratory  Facilities ) . 
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15.  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Drainage  of  surface  water  as  distinct  from  sewerage, 
affects  only  a small  portion  of  the  South-west  corner  of  the 
District,  namely  the  village  of  College  Town  in  the  Parish  of 
Sandhurst.  As  ex])lained  in  previous  Re])orts,  heavy  rains 
tend  to  flood  this  low  lying  locality  and  matters  have  been 
made  worse  by  numerous  small  land-owners  obliterating  the 
small  water  courses  that  traverse  their  property.  Considerable 
improvement  has  been  effected  of  late  by  re-conditioning  the 
main  roadway,  clearing  and  reconstructing  the  main  ditches 
that  lead  to  the  Blackwater  stream  which  is  close  at  hand,  and 
chiefly,  last  year,  by  the  clearing  of  the  Blackwater  itself 
with  its  overgrown  banks  and  masses  of  debris  washed  down  by 
frequent  floods.  With  regard  to  sewerage  the  most  important 
item  to  record  is  the  progress  of  the  Sandhurst  and  Crowthorne 
Sewage  Scheme.  As  noted  in  the  previous  year’s  Report, 
this  scheme  which  provides  for  the  sewering  of  the  villages  of 
Sandhurst  and  Crowthorne  was  commenced  on  the  23rd  of 
December,  1931  and  is  now  nearing  completion.  The  original 
estimated  cost  was  £112,000  but  as  there  have  been  many 
modifications  and  alterations  the  exact  amount  cannot  be 
stated  until  the  final  accounts  have  been  rendered.  The 
])reniises  for  which  the  sewer  will  be  available  number  : — 
In  (Towthorne,  571  ; in  Sandhurst,  621.  The  following 
description  of  the  Purification  Works  has  been  kindly  sup])lied 
by  the  Engineers  for  the  Scheme,  Messrs.  Howard  Hum- 
phreys and  Sons,  of  17,  Victoria  Street,  Westminster. 

The  total  area  of  land  purchased  for  the  purification 
works  is  13J  acres.  The  site  contained  a substantial  brick- 
built  house,  which  has  been  completely  renovated  internally 
for  occu])ation  by  the  Works  Manager,  outbuildings  which 
have  been  converted  into  a store  and  office,  and  a garden. 

The  purification  works  are  designed  for  a maximum  daily 
dry  weather  flow  of  270,000  gallons,  and  consist  of  : — 

A deti'itus  and  equalising  tank  divided  into  three  com- 
partments whose  combined  ca])acity  is  9,400  gallons,  The 
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sewage  leaves  this  tank  through  a floating  outlet  !)y  which 
the  rate  of  delivery  to  the  main  tanks  and  filters  is  controlled 
in  conjunction  with  an  automatic  flow  recorder. 

Two  upward-dow  sedimentation  tanks  having  a 
combined  capacity  of  73,200  gallons,  giving  an  average 
detention  period  of  0^  hours,  when  the  works  are  dealing  with 
their  designed  flow. 

Four  circular  bacteria  beds  each  of  03  feet  effective 
diameter.  The  average  depth  of  media  is  6 feet  and  the 
total  volume  of  media  is  0,000  cul)ic  yards.  The  distribution 
of  the  tank  liquor  on  to  the  beds  is  effected  by  mechanical 
revolving  sprinklers. 

An  irrigation  area  of  4.0  acres  upon  which  the  effluent 
from  the  bacteria  beds  receives  final  treatment  before  its 
discharge  into  the  River  Blackwater.  This  area  is  under- 
drained and  the  discharge  from  the  drains  is  collected  in  a 
concrete  channel  for  conveyance  to  the  River. 

Sludge  drying  lagoons  of  which  there  are  twelve,  each 
being  50  feet  l)y  20  feet,  giving  a total  area  of  1,333  square 

yards. 

»/ 

An  automatic  electric  pumping  station  with  du])licatc 
sets  of  motors  and  pum])s  for  dealing  witli  the  drainage  from 
the  sludge  lagoons  and  with  the  contents  of  the  tanks  at  such 
times  as  it  may  be  necessary  to  em])ty  them. 

A small  mess-room  for  the  use  of  labourers  employed  on 
the  works. 

\\dth  regard  to  other  parts  of  this  district,  the  Bracknell 
Sewage  Works  have  been  largely  re-constructed  and  may  now 
be  regarded  as  being  efficient  and  in  a satisfactory  condition. 
44ie  Binfield  Sewage  Works  continues  to  give  satisfaction  and 
now  all  ])ut  28  out  of  the  293  houses  that  could  be  connected 
arq  so  connected, 
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The  detached  portion  of  Binfield  village  known  as  Amen 
(;Orner  still  remains  without  a sewer  and  althougli  the  matter 
has  been  frequently  discussed  at  Council  and  Committee 
meetings  no  definite  move  has  been  made  on  account  of  the 
])resent  financial  stringency. 

Strong  representations  have  been  made  both  by  and  on 
behalf  of  persons  living  in  that  straggling  village  which  occu])ies 
the  Northern  part  of  the  parish  of  Winkfield  to  inaugurate  a 
sewerage  scheme  foi‘  their  benefit.  As  noted  in  last  year’s 
lte])ort  an  effort  was  made  to  connect  u])  with  the  Windsor 
Rural  District  sewer,  which  is  near-by,  but  negotiations  fell 
through  on  the  vexed  question  of  ‘‘  ])roj)ortionate  contribu- 
tion.” A firm  of  Civil  Engineers  was  engaged  to  survey  the 
district  and  propound  alternative  schemes.  One  of  these  has 
been  approved  in  ])rinci])le  but  matters  are  at  a standstill  at 
pi'csent  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  finding  a site  for  the  dis|)osal 
woi*ks. 


16.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

A description  of  the  rivers  and  streams  in  this  district  and 
the  action  taken  to  })revent  their  ])ollution  was  given  in  the 
Survey  Re])ort  for  1930  at  ixage  136.  The  only  incident 
worthy  of  record  in  this  connection  was  the  inadvertent 
])ollution  of  the  Bull  brook  (that  portion  of  the  Cut  that  flows 
]uast  the  village  of  Bracknell)  by  gas  water  from  an  old  gas- 
ometer that  was  being  demolished  at  the  Ascot  Gas  Mh)rks 
(Windsor  R.D.).  As  soon  as  noticed,  the  ])ollution  wa.s 
ti’aced  to  its  source  and  ])i-omptly  sto])'|>ed. 

17.  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

Wdiere  a sewer  is  available,  e.g.  Bracknell  and  Binfield 
sewerage  areas,  a])})roxiniately  90  per  cent,  of  the  closets  in 
use  are  W^ater  Closets,  and  it  is  ])robable  that  when  the  Sand- 
hurst and  Crowthorne  scheme  is  iii  o[)eration,  a like  standai'd 
will  ])e  attained,  thus  accounting  foi*  the  principal  villages  and 
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about  two-thirds  the  po])ulatiou  of  tlic  District.  Tliere  is  no 
“ Conversion  Sclieme  ” in  operation,  in  fact,  it  is  liardly  called 
for,  as  any  difficulty  liitherto  arising  in  enforcing  a necessary 
connection  to  the  sewer  has  been  overcome  by  the  exercise  of 
existing  legal  powers. 

The  District  Council  does  not  undertake  the  ein])tying  of 
cesspools  or  pail  closets. 


18.  rUBLK^  (d.EANSlN(k 

in  1906  a scheme  for  dry  scavenging  the  village  of  Brack- 
nell (population  then  about  4,000)  was  inaugurated.  Six 
vears  later  this  was  extended  to  cover  the  whole  district, 
})robably  the  first  Rural  District  to  have  a dry  scavenging 
scheme  throughout.  Until  1930  tlie  work  was  done  by  ])rivate 
contractors,  the  refuse  being  deposited  in  old  ponds,  disused 
gravel  pits  and  clay  holes  subsequently  covered  over  with 
soil  and  cultivated.  Wlien  the  sites  available  for  disposal 
were  used  up,  difficulty  was  experienced  in  getting  private 
contractors  to  carry  on  the  work  and  in  the  year  last  mentioned 
the  District  Council  took  over  the  work,  which  is  now  done 
by  a specially  constructed  motor  vehicle,  and  a team  of  four 
men,  one  of  whom  is  constantly  employed  at  the  Dump. 
T]}e  Dump  is  a large  clay-pit  (disused)  situated  in  the  Parish 
of  ^Vinkfield,  a short  distance  off  the  main  road.  The  refuse 
is  sorted,  partly  burned  and  covered  witli  soil.  Difficulty 
is  occasionally  experienced  in  obtaining  soil  for  the  purpose 
and  the  use  of  the  scavenging  vehicle  (time  and  running 
expense)  for  collection  and  conveyance  of  covering  material 
adds  rather  to  the  cost  of  the  scheme.  Nevertheless,  the 
scheme  has  been  so  economically  organised  by  Mr.  Gdias. 
Yorke  (Sanitary  Inspector)  that  the  whole  of  the  district 
enjoys  a weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  at  a cost  which 
works  out  at  a trifle  over  three-halfpence  in  the  £ rateable 
value,  a record  that  would  be  hard  to  beat.  Appended  is  his 
statement  of  accounts  for  the  year,  1932.

Ill  a district  of  this  size  and  ])opulati()n  (27,034  acres, 

J 8,010  population)  it  is  no  easy  matter  for  one  man,  single- 

lianded  and  without  adequate  clerical  assistance  to  give  due 

attention  to  all  the  statutory  and  routine  duties  that  now 

1 

come  within  the  23urview  of  a sanitary  inspector,  the  more  so 
as  he  has  also  to  act  as  Building  Surveyor.  The  Report 
annually  presented  by  Mr.  Ohas.  Yorke  does  him  great  credit 
in  this  respect,  and  the  fact  that  he  is  ready  and  willing  at  all 
times  to  furnish  statistical  information  on  any  matter  arising 
directly  or  indirectly  in  the  course  of  his  duties  is  ample 
testimony  to  his  diligence.  4die  work  increases  year  by 
year,  and  the  completion  of  the  Sandhurst  and  Crowtlicrne 
Sewage  Scheme  will,  for  a considerable  time  make  additional 
calls  upon  his  services,  especially  in  relation  to  connection 
of  house  drains  to  sewer,  it  behoves  the  District  Council  to 
take  into  consideration  at  an  early  date  the  question  of  pro- 
\dding  qualified  assistance.

WATER  SUPld.Y. 

Samples  of  water  have  been  taken  foi*  clienueal  and 
haetcriological  analysis  from  various  compaiiv’s  su])])ly  and 
from  Ral])h’s  Ride  in  the  Parisii  of  Winkfield. 

A Survey  and  Rian  was  made  of  Ral])h’s  Ride  area,  and  tlie 
South  West  Suburban  Water  Com]>any  interviewed  regarding 
the  question  of  costs,  etc.  and  presented  to  the  Council,  and  a 
water  supply  was  a})proved  of  to  the  said  area. 

Since  my  last  rej^ort  relating  to  the  Wokingham  AVater 
(Company’s  supply  the  Company  liave  inserted  a Booster 
Rum])  which  has  increased  the  ])ressure  considerably  and  no 
complaints  have  been  received  of  an  insufficient  su])])ly. 

Six  houses  have  been  provided  with  supplies  from  the 
Company’s  mains.

The  drainage  scheme  for  Amen  Corner  has  not  yet  been  decided 
and  the  matter  is  still  in  abeyance.  One  case  of  refusal  to 
connect  2 houses  was  brought  before  tlie  Justices  after  which 
the  said  premises  were  connected  to  the  main  drainage  system.

MILK  8UPPLY. 


There  are  08  cowsheds  in  the  Area  having  a total  of  1,148 
milking  cows  supplying  various  suburl)s  of  London,  local  towns 
and  large  Dairy  Companies  beside  the  Councirs  and  adjoining 
areas.  The  majority  of  the  cowsheds  were  found  to  be  ke])t  in 
a clean  condition.  The  autumn  cleansing  of  some  cowsheds 
was  neglected  but  after  verbal  notices  were  given  the  cleansing 
was  executed. 

In  this  District  there  are  — -42  Wholesale  Producers  ; 27 
Retail  Producers  ; 12  Retail  Purveyors.  Three  of  the  last 

mentioned  have  shops  and  three  of  Producers  are  licensed  for 
Grade  A (T.T.).

11])  to  a satisfactory  standard  of  re])air  and  most  of  the  notices, 
formal  and  informal,  now  served  refer  to  minor  defects.  The 
number  of  cottages  built  in  the  various  parishes  since  Mr.

27.  MILK  SUPPI.Y. 

In  tins  District  there  are  08  ])reniises  whei’e  cows  are 
kept  for  milk  ])roduction  and  sale,  the  total  nund)ei‘  of  mikdi 
cows  })eing  ap])roximateh^  1,150, 
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On  the  Register  at  tlie  end  of  the  year  there  were  : —

Only  three  of  the  last  mentioned  have  open  sliops  for  tlie 
sale  of  milk.  Three  of  the  producers  hold  sup])lementary 
licences  for  the  sale  of  Grade  A (T.T.)  milk  produced  elsewhere 
in  the  District. 

Twenty  samples  taken  at  random  from  various  sources 
were  submitted  to  the  County  Analyst  and  all  proved  genuine. 

The  premises  are  well  supervised  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
ami  are  maintained  in  a satisfactory  condition.  Sevmral 
informal  notices,  verbal  and  wiltten  were  given  mostly  in 
connection  with  overdue  limewashing,  but  no  statutory 
notices  were  necessary. 

28.  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

The  village  shops  where  meat  and  other  ])erishable  foods 
are  sold  are  all  well  kept,  clean  and  tidy.  They  are  frequently 
visited  by  the  Sanitary  [ns])ector.  There  are  ten  slaughter- 
houses in  the  area,  all  licensed  and  all  kept  in  accordance 
with  the  regulations.  The  same  remark  a])])lies  to  the  24 
Rakehouses. 

29.  ADULTERATION,  ANALYSIS  AND  NUTRITION. 

The  results  of  sam])les  of  food,  etc.,  taken  for  analysis 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  are  given  in  the  paragraph  9.

SECTION  F. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

39.  GENERAL  INFORMATION. 

The  methods  of  dealing  wath  Infectious  Disease,  hospital 
accommodation  and  facilities  for  examination  of  sw^abs, 
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sputum,  etc.,  were  described  at  length  in  tlie  Survey  Report  for 
1030  and  need  not  ])e  repeated.  The  list  of  Hospitals,  C'on- 
svdtants,  Laboratories,  etc.,  is  given  in  the  Preface. 


31.  DISINFECTION. 

Disinfection  by  spraying  is  carried  out  after  every  case  of 
notifiable  infectious  disease  and  occasionally  upon  request 
after  other  diseases,  e.g.  Cancer.  In  exceptional  cases  where 
necessary,  bedding,  clothing,  etc.,  requiring  steam  disinfection 
can  be  conveyed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  Maidenhead,  for 
that  ■|)urpose. 

Tliere  has  been  no  call  for  disinfestation  of  persons  or 
premises  during  the  year. 

32.  PESTS. 

No  official  complaints  have  been  received  as  to  animal  or 
insect  pests  (rats,  mosquitoes),  etc.  Casual  complaints  in  this 
matter  are  dealt  with  ])y  the  Sanitary  Ins])ector  according 
to  circumstances.  Since  the  cleansing  of  the  Blackwater  (see 
paragraph  15),  the  mosquito  nuisance  in  that  neighbourhood 
has  certainly  diminished  but  the  weather  conditions  since 
then  have  not  been  so  favourable  as  thev  were  dining  the  hot 
summers  of  1911,  1921  and  1929. 

33.  NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES. 

The  onlv  feature  of  note  in  regard  to  infectious  diseases 
during  the  past  year,  was  the  continued  prevalence  of  mild 
Scarlet  Fever  throughout  the  year  in  the  village  of  Binfield  and 
in  the  parish  of  Winkfield  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  Another 
batch  of  cases  arose  in  connection  with  a large  College  in  the 
Parish  of  Crowthorne.  A])art  from  these  centres,  there 
were  only  casual  cases  in  the  other  parts  of  the  district.  The 
usual  tables  appear  below  and  also  the  list  of  infectious  and 
other  diseases  as  reported  by  the  Head  Teacher  of  the  various 
Public  Elementarv  Schools.

At  the  end  of  this  paragrajih  a table  is  given  shewing  the 
gross  number  of  deaths  registered  locally  and  the  same  corrected 
for  residents  and  non-residents,  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  net  number  attributed  to  this  district  for  1932  is  91.

The  whole  of  the  parishes  of  Sunninghill  (including  the 
village  of  Ascot)  and  Sunningdale  are  sewered,  the  system 
being  described  in  the  Survey  Report  for  1930.

Note  : Owing  to  a tyjhng  error,  the  cost  of  wet  scavenging 
for  1931  was  given  as  £845  instead  of  £445. 

Since  my  last  report  tlie  filling  in  of  the  old  swampy 
ground  to  the  west  of  the  main  road  leading  from  South 
Ascot  High  Street  to  Moorlands  corner  with  the  dry 
scavenging  refuse  has  been  almost  completed,  and  a start  will 
shortly  be  made  on  similar  land  on  the  opposite  side  of  the 
]’oad.  The  method  of  layering  and  covering  which  is  adopted 
continues  to  give  every  satisfaction.  There  is  no  nuisance 
from  either  smell,  flies,  or  rats,  and,  although  the  ti])  extends 
foi‘  some  distance  by  the  side  of  the  road,  no  complaints  have 
been  received. 


THE  SEWERAGE  SYSTEM. 


The  Outfall  tVorks  at  Wliitmore  Bog,  which  were  only 
designed  for  a population  of  b,000  have  for  some  months  been 
severely  taxed,  as  at  least  0,000  people  are  now  using  the 
system,  and  in  June  I had  to  report  to  the  Council  that  the 
T*equired  enlargement  of  the  Works  ought  to  be  no  longe,. 
delayed.  The  Council  agreed,  and  instructed  their  Engineers, 
Messrs.  Lemon  and  Blizard,  of  Southampton  and  London,  to 
])repare  the  necessary  ])lans.  These  include  the  provision  of 
a concrete  “ balancing  tank  ” of  50,000  gallons  capacity  ; 
twelve  sludge  drying  beds  each  30  feet  by  37  feet  G inches  ; a 
circular  sprinkler  filter  90  feet  in  diameter,  similar  to  the  two 
existing  ones,  and  a third  liumiis  tank.  A tender  submitted 
l)y  Messrs.  Hussey,  Egan  and  (Vl,  of  Birmingham,  for  the 
carrying  out  of  this  work  at  a cost  of  £7,355  has  been  accepted 
by  the  Council. 

Ml',  (f  (Astle  and  his  staff  continue  to  keep  the  plant  and 
buildings  at  the  Ihimping  Station  in  first  class  condition,  and 
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]Mr.  F.  Wallace  has  succeeded  in  obtaining  a good  effluent  at 
the  outfall  works  in  spite  of  the  difflcult  conditions  tliere. 

The  total  quantity  of  sewage  dealt  with  during  1932,  was 
79,898,586  gallons,  an  increase  of  about  4 ])er  cent,  upon  the 
])revious  year.  The  total  rainfall  at  the  Pumping  Station  for 
the  twelve  months  was  23,89  inches.

15.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 


These  comprise  (1)  The  Thames  which  forms  the  eastern 
boundaiy  of  the  parish  of  Old  Windsor,  close  to  the  FTam 
(Smallpox)  Hos])ital. 

(2)  Virginia  Water  in  Windsor  Forest  which  adjoins  the 
sewage  pumping  station  at  Blacknest. 

(3)  Blackmoor  Stream  which  takes  the  effluent  from  the 
Sewage  Works  and  flows  into  The  Out  -an  artificial 
tributary  of  the  Thames. 

(4)  Several  small  streams  (unnamed)  that  feed  ornamental 
]>onds  in  various  private  estates. 

Xo  pollution  occurs  and  all  are  carefully  supervised  in  that 
res])ect  by  the  Inspectors  of  the  Thames  Conservancy  Board. 


16.  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

In  the  corresponding  paragraph  of  the  Survey  Report  for 
1930  a descri]>tion  and  statement  of  the  closet  accommodation 
in  this  District  was  given.  The  figures,  as  nearly  as  can  be

The 
“ Conversion  Clauses  ” of  the  Public  Health  Acts  (Amend- 
ment) Act,  1907,  Secs.  39-42  are  not  put  into  operation. 
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17.  PUBLIC  CLEANING. 

In  tlie  parish  of  Old  Windsor  which  is  not  sewered,  tlie 
emptying  of  Cesspools  is  done  on  request  and  Closet  ])ails 
are  eni])tied  weekly  hy  the  Local  Authority  undei*  tlie  su])er- 
vision  of  Mr.  Dulev.  Details  of  the  work  are  not  available  at 
the  time  of  publishing  this  Report. 

A weekly  service  of  removal  of  house  refuse  is  carried  out 
by  the  Local  Authorities  in  the  parishes  of  Sunninghill  and 
Sunningdale  and  fortnightly  in  the  parish  of  Old  Windsor.

18.  SANITARY  INSPECTION. 

Through  the  regrettable  serious  illness  of  the  Sanitary 
Ins]iector,  Mr.  E.  A.  Burch,  the  usual  routine  was  inter- 
i-u])ted  for  a considerable  period.  During  his  absence  on  sick 
leave  all  necessary  matters  were  attended  to  by  Mr.  L.  A.

27.  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

No  exception  can  be  taken  to  the  condition  of  the  slaughter- 
houses of  which  there  are  5 in  the  District,  or  to  the  condition 
of  the  other  shops  where  meat  and  other  foods  are  prepared  or 
sold.  The  same  remark  applies  to  the  18  Bakeries  in  this 
district.  Altogether  175  visits  of  ins])ection  were  paid  to 
these  premises  and  a few  minor  defects  were  remedied  u]ion* 
verbal  notice. 

The  quantity  of  meat  voluntarily  surrendered  amounted 
to  : — Beef,  15lbs.  ; Pork,  178lbs.

The  remarkable  feature  about  the  popidation  of  this 
district  is  its  extraordinary  rapidity  of  growth.  Taking 
account  of  the  fact  that  nearly  two  thousand  inhabitants  (1,948) 
were  tiansferred  from  the  Rural  to  the  Urban  District  of 
Wokingham  in  1927  the  ])opulation  has  increased  by  3,747 
persons  between  1921  and  1931.  This  represents  a percentage 
increase  of  22.7  and  is  by  far  the  largest  in  Berkshire  where 
the  average  is  5.6%.

The  net  deaths  during  1932  shewn  in  the  summary  below, 
numbered  237  as  compared  with  23S  in  the  prev^ious  year.

6.  INFANT  MORTALITY.

11.  HOSPITALS. 

There  are  no  Hospitals  actually  situated  in  this  District. 
For  general  cases,  the  Royal  Berks  Hos]>ital,  Reading,  is 
readily  available  and  occasionally,  the  King  Edward  VII. 
Hospital,  Windsor,  or  the  London  Hos])itals.  For  infectious 
cases,  the  Borough  Isolation  Hos])ital,  Maidenhead,  is  utilised 
in  virtue  of  an  agreement  between  the  res])ective  lA)cal 
Authorities. 

For  Smallpox  cases,  there  is  a ‘‘  nucleus  ” Hos])ital 
consisting  of  tents  (stored)  and  certain  buildings  (converted 
railway  carriages)  erected  on  a ])lot  of  land  adjoining  Barkham 
Ride,  jointly  owned  by  the  Rural  and  Urban  Districts  of 
Wokingham.  Although  this  arrangement  woidd  have  been 
considered  adequate  and  suitable  say,  twenty  years  ago,  that 
opinion  cannot  nov'  be  held,  owing  to  the  development  of 
housing  in  that  neighbourhood,  and  the  difficulties  that  would 
arise  should  any  atteni])t  be  made  now  to  establish  a hospital 
of  the  kind  on  that  site.  It  is  suggested  that  an  effort  should 
be  made  to  come  to  some  agreement  with  the  Windsor  Urban 
and  Rural  Authorities  to  use  their  ])ermanent  and  well- 
ec[ui])ped  small])ox  Hos])ital  on  ‘‘  Tlie  Ham,”  should  the 
need  arise, 
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12.  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

There  is  no  local  Ambulance  service.  Removal  of 
])atients  is  usually  effected  by  the  Ambulance  belonging  to  tlie 
Hospital  to  M’hich  the  ])atient  is  to  be  transfei'i'ed.  For  road 
accidents  and  such  like  the  Reading  i\.mbulance  service  is 
available.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 

14.  WATER  SUPPLY. 

An  account  of  the  water  sup])ly  of  this  District  was 
given  at  length  in  tlie  Survey  Report  for  1930  at  ])ages  195-199 
and  supplemented  by  further  details  in  the  Re])ort  for*  1931 
(pages  145-146). 

No  fewer  than  seven  different  water  undertakings  su])ply 
various  parishes  and  parts  of  ])arishes  around  the  ])eriphery  of 
the  District,  but  out  of  the  16  parishes,  7 are  without  a public 
sip^jily.  To  remedy  this  and  also  to  fill  u])  the  gaps  in  certain 
of  tlie  other  parishes,  the  District  (k^uncil  has  embarked  uj)on 
an  extensive  water  supply  scheme  the  details  of  which  follow. 
44ie  District  Council  has  entered  into  an  agreement  with  the 
owner  of  Arborfield  Hall  in  the  Parish  of  Arbortield  to  su])])ly 
to  the  Council  at  an  agreed  price  a quantity  of  water  up  to 
259,099  gallons  per  day  from  his  private  well  on  the  Estate. 
Idle  water  is  derived  from  a boring  349  feet  deep  into  the 
chalk  near  the  Loddon  river.  The  boring  wais  made  by  Messrs. 
C.  Alsebrook  and  Co.,  of  Reading  and  Arborfield  in  January, 
1939,  An  independent  analysis  re])roduced  below  jiroved  the 
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water  to  be  quite  satisfactory  for  tlie  purpose  of  a public 
water  supply.  The  bore  is  lined  with  a 14"  steel  tube  from 
o'  0"  below  the  ground  STirface  to  131'  4"  and  with  a 12"  tube 
lo  a depth  of  224'  3".  The  ground  level  is  132'  above 
Ordnance  Datum.  The  strata  penetrated  are  : —

The  vater  is  ])um])ed  by  a water  turbine  (pumping 
machinery  duplicated)  to  a reseiwoir  of  500,000  gallons  ca])acity 
situated  in  Bearwood  Road,  on  high  ground  just  within  the 
boundary  of  Wokingham  Borough,  whence  it  flows  by  gra^  i- 
tation  to  the  parishes  of  AiOiorfleld,  Barkham,  Earley,  Newland, 
Hurst,  Winnersh  and  Woodley. 

Approximately  23  miles  of  mains  have  been  laid  for  the 
supply  of  the  parishes  named  and  the  estimated  cost  to  the 
(^ouncil  for  the  whole  scheme  is  £50,777.  At  the  moment 
of  writing  this  portion  of  the  Report  (A]uil,  1933),  the  laying 
of  mains  has  been  completed  with  a fe\v  trival  exceptions,  and 
tlie  reservoir  has  been  filled  and  tested.  It  is  expected  tliat 
in  the  montli  of  May,  1933,  the  sup])ly  will  be  available  to 
consumers.

15.  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE.

16.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

No  sjjecial  action  was  called  for  duiing  the  3^ear  in  regard 
lo  ])ollution  of  the  streams  in  this  District.  As  they  comprise 
a small  portion  of  the  Thames,  certain  of  its  tributaries  and 
minor  streams  flowing  into  them,  they  come  under  the  sur- 
veillance of  the  Inspectors  of  the  Thames  Conservancy  Board, 
with  whom  the  local  Sanitary  Inspector  acts  in  co-operation. 
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1 7.  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

Water  (Uosets  connected  to  a sewer  are  pi’acticable  only  in 
the  villages  of  Wargrave  and  Sonning  M'here  tliere  is  main 
drainage.  In  tJie  other  villages  they  are  mostly  drained  to  a 
Cess])ool,  while  in  the  more  outlying  ])arts  the  Earth  (pail) 
(T)set  is  the  commoner  from.  In  some  instances  a well 
advertised  type  of  chemical  closet  is  installed  and  these  ap])ear 
to  l>e  satisfactory  so  long  as  the  manufacturer’s  instructions 
arc  carefully  adhered  to. 

About  85%  of  all  new  houses  erected  are  provided  with 
water-closets.  The  remaining  15%  comprising  a small  type 
of  ]>ungalow  and  situated  in  the  more  rural  parts,  are  ])rovided 
with  Earth  Closets  or  Chemical  Closets. 

Under  the  1919  Housing  Scheme  the  Council  erected  192 
houses,  of  which  only  20  were  ])rovided  with  WAter  Closets 
and  these  were  situated  in  the  Parishes  of  Whirgrave  and 
Sonning,  where  sewers  are  available,  the  remaining  14-2  houses 
being  provided  with  Earth  Closets  with  sink  and  bath  drainage 
to  cesspools. 

18.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

A . D ry  S c avenging . 

In  the  corresx)onding  paragra]>h  in  the  Reports  of  1930 
and  1931  an  account  was  given  of  the  services  rendered  under 
this  heading  by  the  District  Council  and  of  the  ])lans  for 
extension  of  the  schemes  in  practice.  As  there  indicated, 
the  whole  of  the  District  is  now  dry  scavenged,  the  more 
po])ulous  parts,  villages,  etc.,  being  done  weekly  and  the 
remainder  fortnightly.  The  woi‘k  is  accomplished  by  2 motor 
vehicles,  one  with  a team  of  4-  men  the  other  with  a team  of 
3 men  and  the  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  " controlled  dumping 
at  5 sites  in  different  ])arts  of  the  District.  The  work  has  been 
exceedingly  well  organised  by  Mr.  \\\  L.  Longhurst  (Sanitary 
Ins^^ector)  and  has  given  entire  satisfaction.  The  costs  for 
the  year  are  set  out  in  his  Re])ort  vhiich  follows.

Tlie  old  dis]>osal  site  in  Mole  Road  having  proved  inade- 
(juate  for  the  quantity  of  sewage  dum])ed,  a part  of  the  Coun- 
cihs  site  in  Watinore  Lane,  AVinnersh,  has  been  utilised. 
Here  a s^^steni  of  small  trenches  has  been  prepared  and  iron 
j)ipes  as  necessary  laid  for  discharging  ]>urposes.  The  site 
ajipears  to  be  an  excellent  one  for  the  o])en  irrigation  system 
and  no  complaint  has  been  received  of  any  nuisance  having 
arisen. 

During  tlie  Summer  months  the  greater  part  of  sewage 
to  be  dealt  with  has,  by  arrangement  with  the  owners,  been 
discharged  over  private  lands. 


EARLEY  AND  WOODLEY  W ET  SCAVENGING  SCHEME. 


For  some  time  past  the  need  for  some  method  of  sewage 
disposal  has  been  apparent  in  these  two  Parishes  and  during 
the  past  year,  following  the  application  of  the  Council,  an 
inquiry  was  held  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  into  the  pro- 
vision of  a 1,600  gallon  Dennis  Vacuum  Tank  and  the  purchase 
of  a site  at  Colemans  Moor,  Woodley.  Subsequently  a new 
Vacuum  Tank  was  delivered  on  August  2nd,  and  up  to  Decem- 
ber 31st,  1932,  459  cessj)ools  had  been  cleared. 

On  the  disposal  site  temporary  men  have  been  employed 
in  clearing  the  land  and  laying  out  a system  of  lagoons  for 
irrigation  and  the  site  is  in  use  for  disposal  purposes.

In  the  Parish  and  village  of  Twyford,  cesspools  are 
em])tied  by  means  of  a motor  vehicle  of  750  gallons  capacity, 
])urchased  1929.  The  contents  are  distributed  on  allotment 
land  belonging  to  the  Parish  Council  on  the  outskirts  of  the 
village.  This  dump  was  recently  reconstructed  by  laying 
it  out  in  the  form  of  ridges  and  ditches  and  installing  a system 
of  iron  jiipes  and  junctions  by  which  the  flow  of  sewage  can  be 
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directed  into  the  ditches  at  will.  The  land  is  liglit  and  porous 
so  that  absorption  quickly  takes  j)lace  and  the  dried  semi- 
solid  residue  which  is  scraped  out  of  the  ditches  is  readily 
taken  by  the  adjoining  allotment  holders. 

The  Vacuum  Tank  has  also  been  used  u})on  request  in 
the  neighbouring  villages  of  Shiplake,  A\hxrgrave,  Hurst  and 
R-emenham. 

Since  this  system  was  inaugurated  Sept.,  1031,  no  serious 
complaint  as  to  nuisance  from  the  dump  has  arisen. 

Mr.  Tsewberry  of  Twyford,  who  supervises  the  Schejne 
on  behalf  of  the  Parish  Council  (acting  as  a committee  of  tlie 
District  Council)  has  kindly  supplied  the  following  particulars. 

Number  of  Cesspool  emptying  machines  one,  (capacity,  TbO 
gallons).  Number  of  men  employed,  driver  and  assistant  ; 
additional  labour  at  times  for  clearing  trenches,  etc.  A]*ea 
(approximate)  of  land  used,  one  acre.  Number  of  loads  per 
day  (average)  ten.  Number  of  Cesspools  requiring  to  be 
emptied,  300  (approximate).  Total  cost  for  the.  year  1933, 
£600. 

The  Council  have  now  purchased  the  site  on  which  the 
ySonning  Sewage  Works  are  situated,  together  with  a parcel 
of  additional  land,  the  whole  amounting  to  approximately 
10  acres,  for  the  purpose  of  more  effectually  dealing  with  the 
sewage  from  this  Parish. 

The  (-ouncil  in  December  last  appointed  an  Engineering 
Manager,  Mr.  E.  A.  Hoskins,  late  Deputy  Surveyor  of  East 
Grinstead  Rural  District  Council  to  take  control  of  the  follow- 
ing Council’s  undertakings  : — 

Wargrave  and  Sonning  WAter  and  Sewage  \\Mrks. 

Wet  Scavenging  Schemes  for  Twyford,  AVinnersh,  WAking- 
ham  Without,  \W)odley  and  Earley. 

The  Dry  Scavenging  System  for  the  whole  of  the  District, 
and  the  new  Water  Scheme  for  the  Parishes  of  Arborheld, 
Rarkham,  Newland,  Woodley,  Earley,  Hurst,  Winnersh, 
Shinfield  and  Swallowheld. 
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19.  SANITARY  INSPECTION. 

There  is  only  one  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  whole  of  this 
District  (Area  41,105  acres.  Population  20,268  ])ersons). 
He  is  provided  with  an  office  at  the  Board  Room,  Barkliam 
Road,  Wokingham  and  with  a clerical  assistant  who  is  study- 
ing for  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  qualifying  (Certificate.  As 
this  District  is  increasing  in  po])ulation  very  rapidly  (22.7% 
during  the  last  intereensal  period,  see  paragraph  3,  Popu- 
lation) and  as  Public  Health  work  is  steadily  increasing,  not 
only  in  volume  by  new  Acts,  Orders,  Rules  and  Regulations, 
but  also  in  intensity,  that  is  to  say,  higher  standards  are 
being  set  and  inatters  which  were  complacently  tolerated  a 
few  years  ago,  now  become  the  subject  of  complaint.  This 
in  itself  is  a mark  of  real  progress  for  it  shows  that  the  general 
public  are  developing  ‘‘  the  sanitary  conscience.”  At  the  same 
tijne  it  makes  a heavy  demand  upon  the  activity  of  the  single- 
handed  sanitary  inspector  and  the  time  is  within  sight  when 
it  will  be  physically  impossible  for  one  man  to  carry  out  the 
statutory  duties  of  the  whole  District.  The  question  of 
qualified  assistance  in  the  Sanitary  Department  is  one  which 
the  District  Council  shoidd  take  into  consideration  at  no 
distant  date.

Three  fresh  cases  of  overcrowding  in  dv  elling-houses 
vere  discovered  and  remedied. 


The  above  figures  include  work  carried  out  under  the 
heading  “ Housing  Statistics  ” which  is  submitted  hercAvdth 
on  the  prescribed  form. 

A Demolition  Order  under  Section  19  of  the  Housing 
x\ct,  1930,  was  issued  in  respect  of  an  iron  hut  used  for  human 
habitation  at  California,  Nine  Mile  Ride,  Wokingham  Without. 
This  hut  was  vacated  and  demolished. 


Two  Determining  Orders  were  issued  in  respect  of 
cottages  at  Barkham  and  Finchampstead,  the  dwellings 
having  been  made  habitable  after  the  issue  of  Closing  Orders 
in  1930. 


Undertakings  under  Section  19  of  the  Housing  Act,  1930, 
were  accepted  by  the  Council  fi’om  owners  of  Holly  Tree 
Cottage,  Swallowheld ; Ikirish  House,  Riseley  Banks,  Swallow - 
held ; a cottage,  Penney ’s  Lane,  Wargrave ; and  a cottage. 
Blacksmith’s  Corner,  Woodley. 

The  Parish  House,  Riseley  Banks,  has  since  been  repaired 
and  re-occupied. 
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WATER  SUPPLY. 

Twenty-six  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  private 
wells  in  various  parts  of  the  district  and  submitted  for  analysis. 

Ten  samples  were  classified  as  good,  3 passable  and  13  bad. 
A])])ro])riate  action  has  been  taken  in  regard  to  the  bad  sam])les. 

Ft  was  also  found  necessary  to  issue  4 Statutory  Notices 
under  the  Public  Health  (Water)  Act,  1878,  requiring  ownei’s 
to  provide  a proper  supply  on  the  sites. 

The  Henley  Regatta  Committee  were,  u]3on  request, 
again  kind  enough  to  have  a temporary  water  sup])ly  laid 
on  from  the  main  to  the  public  part  of  the  course,  for  tlie 
convenience  of  Refreshment  Caterers,  occuy)iers  of  Caravans, 
and  the  public  generally.  'This  action  of  the  ( !ommittee  was 
very  much  appi'eciated  by  all  concerned. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOT). 
SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

There  are  10  Slaughter-houses  in  the  district,  O being 
Licensed  and  4 Registered.  These  premises  were  frequently 
ins])ected  and  on  the  whole  were  kept  in  a clean  condition. 
One  Registered  Slaughter-house  is  not  now^  used  for  slaughtering 
and  same  has  been  removed  from  the  Register.

2D.  SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

There  was  no  need  for  any  action  to  be  taken  with  a view 
to  the  abatement  of  nuisance  from  smoke  in  this  area. 

21.  CONTROLLED  PREMISES  AND  OCCTTPATIONS. 

With  regard  to  special  classes  of  premises  such  as  ‘‘  Houses- 
let -in-lodging  ” (Public  Health  Act,  1875,  Sec.  90),  under- 
gi'ound  sleeping-rooms  (Housing  Act,  1925,  Sec.  18  (1))  and 
such  like,  there  are  none  within  the  District,  and  there  are  no 
ho]>  or  fruit-pickers  quarters.  Tents,  vans  and  sheds,  however, 
do  tend  to  accumulate  in  certain  localities  but  the  limited 
requirements  of  the  special  bye-laws  for  these  dwellings  are 
fully  complied  with,  the  only  valid  objection  that  can  be 
raised  against  them  is  the  unsightly  appearance  of  the  dilapi- 
dated vehicles,  scrap  iron  and  unclassifiable  oddments  which 
the  fraternity  collect  l)y  way  of  stock-in-trade.  So  far  as 
general  health  is  concerned,  and  often  in  regard  to  cleanliness 
of  premises,  they  may  be  cited  as  an  example  to  many  house- 
dwellers. 

There  is  only  one  instance  of  an  “ Offensive  Trade 
(Public  Health  Act,  1875,  Sec.  112)  that  of  bone-boiler  and 
fat  recover V"  carried  on  in  this  distiict  but  as  it  occupies  a site 
in  woodland,  remote  from  dwellings  no  general  nuisance  is 
caused, 
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22.  RAG  FLOCK  ACTS  (1911  and  1928). 

There  is  no  occasion  to  apply  these  acts  in  this  District. 

23.  SCHOOLS. 

9'here  are  23  Public  Elementary  Schools  in  this  district, 
all  nndei'  the  control  of  the  Berks  County  Council.  No 
excei^tion  can  be  taken  to  their  sanitary  condition.  A suryey 
of  tlie  ^\ater  supply  with  analysis  of  samples  from  each  school, 
not  on  a public  supply,  was  made  in  1930-31.  Two  proyed 
unsatisfactory  and  have  since  been  remedied  and  one  which 
was  not  analysed  (Grazeley)  now  has  a public  supply  laid  on. 
The  sanitary  conveniences  conform  to  the  type  prevailing  in 
the  parish  and  are  well  looked  after.  Thus,  with  earth  (})ail)

24.  SANITARY  CONDITIONS  REQUIRING  NOTICE. 

The  Parishes  of  Woodley  and  Earley  are  growing  very 
ra])idly.  About  a year  ago  the  Council  ])urchased  a Vacuum 
'bank  for  the  emptying  of  cesspools  in  these  I^arishes,  but  now 
that  large  portions  of  these  Parishes  are  being  su])plied  with 
main  water,  it  is  extremely  doubtful  vdiether  one  Vacuum 
Taiik  will  meet  the  needs  of  2 Parishes. 

One  Vacuum  Tank  is  in  operation  for  the  emptying  of 
cess])ools  in  the  Parishes  of  Wokingham  Without  and  Winnersli. 
Ow  ing  to  recent  building  activities,  it  is  not  possible  to  empty 
the  cesspools  as  frequently  as  required  by  the  Occupiers,  and 
conqilaints  are  in  consequence  received  of  the  delay  caused. 

Some  difficulty  is  being  experienced  by  householdei's 
in  dealing  wdth  sewage  from  their  pro])erties  in  parts  of  the 
I^xrish  of  Shinfield,  and  the  question  of  ])roviding  some  means 
of  sew'age  disposal  for  this  Parish  will  soon  have  to  lie  con- 
sidered.

25.  GENERAL  INFORMATION. 


iiie  housing  conditions  in  this  District  wvre  discussed  at 
some  length  in  the  Survey  Report  for  19.40  (])p.  214-215). 
As  will  he  seen  from  the  remarks  in  the  jiaragraph  headed 
“ ( -ensus  ” in  the  Preface,  Wokingham  Rui'al  District  stands 
well  w ith  regard  to  housing  conditions  in  general,  and  that  in

spite  of  the  exce]3tionally  large  increase  in  population,  ])rivate 
enterprise  has,  on  the  whole,  kept  ])ace  with  the  demand  for 
moi'e  houses.’'  Occasionally  individual  cases  of  overcrowding 
are  brought  to  notice,  but  these  usually  relate  to  impoverished 
or  rather,  improvident,  families  wliose  condition  would  not  be 
im])roved  exce])t  by  direct  relief.”  Taking  the  District  as  a 
whole,  the  working  class  dwellings  are  in  remarkably  good 
order  and  great  credit  is  reflected  on  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
for  the  diligent  vay  he  follows  up  formal  and  informal  notices 
for  repairs.  The  old-fashioned  country  cottage  that  has 
done  its  bit  ” as  a house  for  many  generations  presents  a 
problem  not  easily  solved.  Inhabited  as  they  often  are,  ])y  an 
old  couple  who  have  seen  their  family  grow  up  and  de])art 
from  the  shelter  of  its  now  dilapidated  walls  and  well-patched 
roof,  one  hesitates  to  apply  the  modern  regulations  strictly, 
and  the  aged  cou])le,  and  often  the  equally  aged  owner,  deserves 
the  consideration  of  allowing  the  present  tenants  to  “abide 
their  time  ” undisturbed,  knowing  that  they  are  the  last.

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SECTION  E. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

27.  MILK  SUPPLY. 

Tliere  are  in  tliis  District  149  ])rennses  wliere  milk  is 
produced  for  sale  to  the  ]ud)lic.  On  the  whole  the  premises 
are  well  ke])t  and  considerable  im])rovement  has  been  effected 
in  recent  years  in  regard  to  the  condition  of  the  floors  of 
cowsheds  and  the  efficiency  of  the  drainage.  Limewashing  of 
walls  and  roof  is  well  attended  to,  although  there  are  a few 
farms  where  this  duty  is  habitually  late  in  being  performed, 
and  a special  visit  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  or  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  is  required.  Although  37  informal  notices 
for  minor  breaches  of  the  Regulations  were  issued  and  two 
statutory  notices  for  major  defects  all  of  which  have  been 
complied  with. 

Orade  A (T.T.)  milk  is  ]iroduced  at  five  farms  including  the 
National  Institute  of  Research  in  Dairying  at  Shinfield. 
Licenses  for  the  sale  of  graded  milk  were  issued  to  four  dealers 
and  one  supplementary  license  to  a Reading  firm.  Sam])les 
of  milk  from  these  farms  are  sent  ]ieriodically  to  the  National 
Institute  for  analysis  and  so  far  all  have  ])roved  well  within 
the  limits  set. 


28.  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 


Frequent  visits  are  paid  to  the  ten  slaughter-houses  in 
this  district,  but  no  cause  for  complaint  Avas  found.  Oom- 
])aratively  little  slaughtering  is  done  now-a-days  in  the  Adllage 
slaughter-houses  except  dming  the  ])ork  season.  The  slaugh- 
tering of  the  cottager’s  pig  “ at  home  ” occasionally  ])resents 
difficulties,  but  as  a rule  due  notice  is  given,  but  \A4iere  a nunil>er 
of  pigs  are  kept  it  is  not  always  easy  to  distinguish  between 
occasional  ” and  ‘‘  regular  ” slaughtering.  In  one  or  tAvo 
instances  it  has  been  necessary  to  give  warning  that  any 
inci’ease  in  the  usual  number  of  slaughteiings  Avill  not  be

rcgiirdcd  as  ‘‘  occasional  ” or  “ cincrgency  ” and  arrangements 
must  be  made  for  the  use  of  licensed  premises  for  tlie  ])urpose. 
During  the  year  live  pig  carcases,  two  lieads,  one  pluck  and  one 
liver  were  voluntarily  surrendered,  also  one  cow’s  liver  for 
destruction. 


21).  ADULTERATION,  ANALY8LS  AND  NUTRTriON. 

The  results  of  sanpiles  of  food,  etc.,  taken  for  analy.sis 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  are  given  in  paragraph  1).  No 
special  work  is  undertaken  in  regard  to  nutrition. 

SECTION  F. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

30.  GENERAL  INFORMATION. 

The  methods  of  dealing  with  infectious  diseases,  hospital 
accommodation  and  facilities  for  examination  of  swabs, 
s])utum,  etc.,  were  described  at  length  in  the  Survey  Report 
for  1930  and  need  not  be  repeated.  The  list  of  Hospitals, 
Consultants,  Laboratories,  etc.,  is  given  in  the  Preface. 

31.  DISINFECTION. 

Disinfection  by  spraying  is  carried  out  after  every  case 
of  notifiable  infectious  disease  and  occasionally  upon  request 
after  other  diseases,  e.g.  Cancer.  When  necessary,  clothing, 
bedding,  etc.,  is  removed  to  the  Public  Assistance  Institution 
at  Wokingliam  for  steam  disinfection.  There  has  been  no  call 
for  disinfestation  of  persons  or  premises  during  the  past  year. 

32.  PESTS. 

No  official  complaints  have  been  received  as  to  animal 
or  insect  pests  (rats,  mosquitoes,  etc.).  Casual  comjilaints  in 
this  matter  are  dealt  with  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  according 
to  circumstances.

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MEMORANDUM. 


Pile  annual  distribution  of  his  returns  of  births  and  deaths 
for  the  past  year  affords  the  Registrar-Oeneral  an  op})ortunity 
of  directing  the  attention  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health  and 
otJiers  using  the  returns  to  some  points  upon  which  experience 
has  shown  that  misunderstandings  arise. 

1.  — The  numbers  of  live  births,  still  births  and  deaths 
are  those  REGISTERED  (but  excluding  re-registrations) 
during  the  calendar  year  {i.e.  1st  JAN.— 31st  DEO., 
INCLUSIVE)  and  are  corrected  for  inward  and  outward 
transfers.  They  will  differ,  therefore,  from  uncorrected 
figures  compiled  locally  either  for  the  calendar  year  or 
for  a period  of  fifty- two  weeks. 

2.  — The  deaths  are  classified  under  the  headings  given 
in  the  Abridged  List  of  Causes,  as  used  in  England  and 
Wales  and  Northern  Ireland  (see  page  XXIV  of  the 
Manual  of  the  International  List  of  Causes  of  Death — - 
1931).  The  attention  of  Medical  Officers  is  drawn  to  the 
revised  ‘‘  Rules  for  the  selection  of  one  from  two  or  more 
jointly  stated  causes  of  death  ” which  appears  on  page 
XXVIII  of  the  Manual.  The  classification  of  some 
deaths  is  modified  in  the  light  of  fuller  information  obtained 
from  the  certifying  practitioner  in  response  to  special 
inquiries,  the  principal  subjects  of  these  enquiries  being 
indicated  in  a table  published  in  the  annual  reports  of  the 
Registrar-General.  This  possible  source  of  discreijancy 
between  the  returns  of  the  Registrar-General  and  those 
compiled  locally  shovdd  be  borne  in  mind  particularly 
in  regard  to  the  causes  of  death  dealt  with  in  that  table. 

3.  — If  a serious  discrepancy  is  discovered  between 
any  of  the  figures  above  referred  to  and  those  compiled 
locally  it  should  be  brought  to  tiie  notice  of  the  Registrar- 
General  immediately.  Every  effnrt  will  then  be  made  to 
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clear  uj)  any  ])oint  of  serious  difference  l)ut  after  the  la})se 
of  ii  fortnight  from  the  date  of  the  receipt  of  this  ynemorandion, 
the  work  of  macliine  tabulation  in  tliis  Department  will 
he  so  far  advanced  that  any  desired  alteration  of  the 
figures  will  he  impracticable. 

4.  — -In  addition  to  the  returns  above-mentioned,  a 
slip  is  enclosed  shewing  the  numbers  of  cases  of  certain 
infectious  diseases  in  the  district  notified  during  the  52 
weeks  ended  31st  December,  1932.  The  case  rates  of  these 
diseases  for  England  and  Wales,  per  1000  po])ulation  are 
as  follows: — ^Sniallpox,  0.05;  Scarlet  Fever.  2.J2: 
Diphtheria,  1.08  ; Enteric  Fever,  0.06  ; Puerperal  Fever, 
0.05  ; Puerperal  Pyrexia,  0.14,  and  Erysipelas,  0.36. 
The  rates  for  Puer])eral  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia  are 
better  ex2)ressed  in  relation  to  the  number  of  births 
registered  rather  than  to  the  population.  Wdien  calcu- 
lated on  this  basis  the  rates  are  ; — ^Puerperal  Fever  3.3, 
and  Puerperal  Pyrexia  8.5  per  1000  total  births  (i.e. 
live  and  still  births)  registered  during  the  year. 

5.  — The  estimated  population  (Mid.  1932)  is  not  yet 
available,  but  will  be  furnished  as  soon  as  possible.
